“The ‘discussion, however, developed into attempts 
by DURHAM to answer both ‘Specific and general questions: 
posed about the situation. 

There was a general ‘consensus supporting the idea 
of defending riotérs.in general and "RAP" BROWN and STOKELEY 
CARMICHAEL specifically. | Everything from public pressure 
to a defense committee was suggested.. 


There was also general. agreénient: that indiscriminate. 
violence as seen in. the. "accidents" commonly called riots 
was not the way to revolution and fullequality for Black Americans. 
DURHAM believed that the. genéral ‘situation in which all sorts 
of movements and organizations are. “picking: -away at the. 
systems" would eventually develop into one conducive to ‘ 
revolution, that is to say DURHAM believes that the development, 
of social foréés capable of rendering the "ruling classes" 
impotent, is proceeding at an encouraging pace, 
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He cautioned those who might feel dejected and 
impatient against feeling that way. "CHIAN; Kai~Shek looked 
damn strong just before he fell". Communists must have 
an "objective outlook" on the social battle and the 
development of forces to fight. that battle. Therefore, 
given the situation in which the Black American will no 
longer listen to empty promises; it is possible that 
the development of the crucial link between white and biack 
workers will become a fact, When this happens the eve 
of the revolution will have arrived, 


When DURHAM and others tried to answer the 
questions about who the leaders of the Negroes 
really are, they came up with an interesting answer, In a 
sense, all’ of the leaders in the Negro community who have 
not completely “sold out" are leaders in the truest sense 
of the word, 


There is 4 place for both a MARTIN LUTHER KING and a 
STOKELEY CARMICHAEL. Both serve their functions well, Both 
have a place in the movement, 


One last important item mentioned was’ the influence 
the “international balance of forces'could play, in the 
Negroes' quest for full equality. Along this line of reasoning 
was developed M,L. KING's ideato bring the Negro question 
before the United Nations.

The Role of the "Black Caucus" 
in the NCNP Convention ; 


On the first full day of convention proceedings in 
Chicago's Palmer House Hotel, August 31, 1967, the "Black 
Caucus" of the NCNP met in Dining Room 14, On this day as 
was the case for the next two days the "caucus" meetings 
lasted almost 411 day. After each meeting there were, even 
on the last few days, several meetings among smaller groups 
connected with or interested in the group in question, That 
is to say, after the large "caucus" meetings either the members 
of the caucus Steering committee or NCNP delegates dealing — 
with the caucus or both would hwe their méetings and discuss 
past and future action, There were also several meetings of 
Communist Party functionaries and Du Bois Club members in — 
Rooms 1365 W (JIM PEAKE's), 1229 W (CARL BLOICE‘'s), and 1069W 
(CAROLYN BLACK's), These meetings were for the expressed 
purpoSe of keeping party members up to daté on the Black 
Caucus and for discussion of future action, 


The first important meeting of the caucus began Thurs 
day morning and continued into the early evening, The main 
topic for discussion at this session was whether or not black 
people should particite in the conventm, It was learned 
from EARL DURHAM, JIM PEAKE and "DEACON" ALEXANDER (Du Bois 
Club ~ Watts) that members of ACT, RAM, SNCC and CORE wanted 
to disrupt the entire convention proceedings by pulling. all” 
of the blacks out, They hoped to have the blacks attend their 
convention on Chicago's south side at Hyde Park Methodist 
Church (1459 Eat 54th) and at 64th and Sangamon. Later the — 
accusations of the Communists were borne out by the fact that 
the very groups they named proposed all blacks attend "their" 
convention as opposed to the NCNP convention. 


_ The principal proponents of black participation 
in the NCNP were the Communist Party members, "fellow = 
travelers," some SNCC staff, Mississippi Freedom Democratic 
Party, religiously affiliated organizations and some ‘non- 
Chicago CORE along with several Afro-American groups, 
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After several hours of name-calling, cursing, 
shouting and general haggling, the forces at work became clear, 
It soon became obvious to those who knew both party members 
and "Black Power" people tha the two forces were the only 
two important ones in the room, LARRY LANDRY was the Black 
Power floor leader. He nodded his head whenever someone spoke 
in favor of participation. As soon as this signal was given 
his people would call the speaker an "Uncle Tom," "liar," 
"cop, etc. Disruption was his goal, The party members , led 
by CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT and ISHMAEL FLORY, spoke for participation. 
They finally won. 


' After this enormous argument had left everyone 
exhaused, a woman from Mississippi, whose political life 
included many bouts wth the Ku Klux Klan, told the non- 
participators that if they wanted to leave, "There's the door." 
They did leave and went to their convention with not really 
the numbers they had peped. for. 


The caucus then elected’ a committee to arae up a 
progran, a set of proposals that would be the "caucus" position 
‘paper , 


It should be well noted nat eeen théugii the eréap’ 
composed of ACT, RAM, etc., left the convention, those. blacks 
that were left were just as militant, although they differ in 
their approaches to the basic problems. . 


, “Therefore, when thé "Black Caucus" set of proposals 
were finished, they were very radical, even though they did not 
encourage or condone killing every white in the world. 


It was at the Friday meeting of the caucus that CARLOS 
RUSSELL emerged as ‘the leadér of the caucus. It was not so. 
much a matter of an indominable ‘spirit. rising to the fore as 
an energetic young man filling a vacuum. RUSSELL knows quite 
a few Du Bois members, may soon be CAROLYN BLACK's" boyfriend. 
She told. GERALD KIRK that RUSSELL was good material for either 


Du Bois Clubs or something a. little. "closer to home," — 

‘It was CARLOS RUSSELL ‘with the “knowledge ‘he had > 
full arty" support who tried to make the "caucus" proposals 
as broadly based and as flexible as possible. It was also 


ap 
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RUSSELL who proposed the "caucus" go on record as unanimously 
supporting the idea of a third ticket, RUSSELL, according to 
CAROLYN BLACK, made this proposal only after getting word 
that the "party" would support him in the "caucus" if he made 
such a proposal. 


At any rate the "caucus" proposals were at first 
rejected then accepted by the convention on Saturday of con- 
vention week, The final vote, taken after the caucus threatened 
to walk out, was three to one in favor. 


It was after this that the caucus met again to decide 
that now that the proposals were accepted they had to attend 
"workshops" to see what the convention was like so they could 
vote, This meeting, however, took place'as people were con- 
sidering the crucial "either third party, third ticket or 
local issue."'§ The Communist Party managed to scrape together 
enough votes to at least tie up the voting in favor of a 
third ticket, there were 11,459 in favor of third ticket, over 
10,000 in favor of third party, over 2,000 in favor of local 
organizing. Such a count swayed the convention to the point 
where when the “Black Caucus" came up in support of third ticket, 
third party people and others agreed to a compromise. Third 
tickets would be run in States where it would be politically 
feasible, In other areas it would not be tried. 


Actually, after the vote in favor of the "Black = = =~ 
Caucus" resolutions the convention was taken up with disassions 
concerning the necessity to accommodate the caucus. 
Most organizations at the convention wére not prepared 
for Such a strong leftist position by the caucus. Thus the 
fears of the"liberals" were only enhanced when BOB FOREMAN of 
SNCC gave his Sunday address. In all actuality he exposed 
the inherent racism so prevalent in the liberal’ community. 
Many of the points he made were true. The paternalistic atti- 
tude of the liberals showed through whén SID LENS sent one 
of his hacks to the floor to call for a point of order, FOREMAN 
almost lost control then but regained it after some effort. 


- This ends the report on the Black Caucus. After 
Sunday there were few other incidents that were important.

It was also recommended that a Women's Commission 
be set up and that the commission be composed of 50 percent | 
male and 50 percent female. A discussion then ensued as to 
the passing of the various resolutions for the convention.

The W. E. B. DuBois Clubs of America held its Third 
National Convention at Schermerhorn Hall, Columbia University, 
116th Street and Broadway, New York City, on September 8-10, 
1967. About 300 attended on September 8 and approximately 
-200 attended on September 9 and 10, 1967. 
\ 
Te Friday night, September 8, 1967 


‘After registration during the afternoon of September 8, 
1967, the opening Plenary Session of the Convention convened 
about 8:00 p.m. Among the speakers were the following people: 


PFC RONALD LOCKMAN, identified in the Convention 
program as a founding member of the DCA and a member of the 
Philadelphia Chapter of the DCA. He spoke briefly about his 
refusing to go to Vietnam as ordered, as a soldier in the 
United States Army. ° 


STANLEY FAULKNER, identified in the program as the 
attorney for the "Fort Hood Three - Three Gis who.refused to 
go to Vietnam". He gave a history of the DCA position on the 
war in Vietnam. He said people had an obligation to protest 
against the war and should refuse to sell out on their con+” 
victions about the war. 


GRACE MORA NEWMAN, sister of DENNIS MORA, one of 
the Fort Hood Three who was described in the convention 
literature as an active DCA member, Mrs. NEWMAN spoke about 
the Fort Hood Three and their need for support. 


Reverend JAMES BEVEL, Nacional Director, National 

Mobilization Committee, an anti war organization. His speech 
was liberally punctuated by obscene words and references. 
He said the white man destroys everything - culture, society, 
religion, and eauc vion. He described tyranny as the ability 
to kill "love energy''. He mentioned KARL MARX and said there 
is a misunderstanding about MARX's thinking. According to 


1 
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BEVEL a communist Society cannot be created. It must grow. 
He said that in this area, as in others, there is distorted 
thought structure in this country. He said anyone who creates 
must know how to release "love energv". People must be loyal 
to themselves. They must fall in love with themselves. Then 


they can never be enslaved. He continued that people are 
‘afraid to go to jail because they are afraid of being locked 


up with themselves. He said people go out and widely travel 


the roads of this country for the purpose of getting away from ~~ 
-themselves and their situation. This is the nature of this 


country. The social order is wrong. He compared President 
JOHNSON with ADOLF HITLER and Premier KOSYGIN in that all 
three are able to cause massacres of other people. He said 
Western civilization used to be quite simple. When people 
got hungry they went out and killed a buffalo and ate it. 
But, the white man went out and killed the s--- out of all 
the buffalo when they did not need the buffalo for food and 
now there are hardly any more buffalo left. He mentioned. 


~ prostitutes and the type of people who would buy the body 
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of another person. He said anyone who would buy a prostitute 
is the type who would drop bombs on North Vietnam. 


BEVEL said STOKELY CARMICHAEL, former Head of the 
Student Non Violent Coordinating Committee (SNCC) who visited 
Cuba and wno talks about revolution is talking s--- and does 
not know what he is talking about. BEVEL told the audience 
that if they wanted to do the right thing they should do the 
opposite of the white people. He continued that most people 
do not understand the black movement because it is reported 
on by white writers. He said colored people should not dupli- 
cate the faults of white people and throw them back at the white 
people. 


BEVEL continued that people "'cuss" President JOHNSON 
and they pay income tax to support his programs. BEVEL termed 
this ridiculous. He said we will have a revolution but it will 
be quite different from most revolutions. There will be no 
destruction. He said murdering people to become sane is ridiculous. 
He contended that white people think that murder and Stamping 
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on people are ways to show masculinity. He continued that 

the revolution must be handled by "well cats" and not "sick cats". 
He said that revolution has nothing to do with black people 

and white people but with the structure of society. He said 

the American Government does not exist for him. He is interested 
in a revolution. He said white people are "fat but not free", 


‘and do not have the ability to make a decision. He stated 


that Negroes drop out of school because they cannot be 
"structured" and it is good that they drop out. He also 
Said that the term "illegitimate birth" is a white term and 
that he saw nothing illegitimate about a creation cf "love 
energy" created by people with the ability to love. 


After BEVEL spoke, JARVIS TYNER of the DCA Steering 


. Committee gave the key note address. He called for a referendum 
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of students during the Fall of 1967 on the question of the war 
in Vietnam. He said America is rocking from social crisis 

and the escalation of the war in Vietnam. He stated that . 
between 1954 and 1961 twenty-five children died in the hospital 
at Hazard, Kentucky, from malnutrition. He contended that 

"the ruling class" in America loves violence and that the 
people must work to stop it. He said that if the Government 

of this country does not want a rebellion it will have 

to improve the situation in the ghettos for blacks, Puerto 

Ricans, and some whites. He said the United States does not 

want peace, it wants subjugation. He claimed that America 

is surely no democracy - the capitalist wants more surplus 

value through shorter pay and longer hours for the worker, : 

Capitalism deprives the worker of what is rightfully his. 

Five hundred corporations control the United States. They, in 

turn, are controlled by a few families. Racism is an outgrowth 

of capitalism. The working class must sell its labor and 

now form its own political party to gain power. Slaves were 

used in this country because with unpaid Labor profits were 

greater. Thus, the people of this country turned their 

backs on what they fought for in the Revolutionary War.. 

Now the capitalists are using racism to Keep the Negroes, the 

Puerto Ricans, and others unemployed and without equal rights. 
Imperialists will subjugate people. Capitalism must go. It 
no longer fits the needs of modern man.

TYNER continued that in response to a vicious 
system youth is responding. He called for youth to organize 
against the war, calling anyone who resists the war and the 
draft a patriot and a hero. He said there is an increase 
in those who refuse to go to war and he called for a committee 
to defend these youths. He called for mass education against 
the war and the draft. He wanted young people to run for 
offic> in elections at all levels of Government. He wanted 
the DCA to raise $2,000 for the defense of H. RAP BROWN, 

Head of SNCC, wks was arr>sted for inciting a riot. He 

said black power is a step toward the control of the educa- 
tional community which in turn is an instrument of power. He 
called for a nation-wide black power organization to reach 
every worker on the job. 


He continued that the Ford Motor Company began to 
produce early to build a stock pile of cars to break the strike 
of the auto workers. He called for mass picketing at auto 


. agencies to protest this stock piling. Students should sign 
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up to support the strike. The DCA should get into industry 
and organize, and there should be an effective Trade Union 
Section of the DCA. DCA should push for a freedom - peace 
ticket in the elections of 1968. There is a large organizing 
job to do - many people must be spoken to. 


The DCA has been asked by the World Federation of 
Democratic Youth to help organize a delegation of United 
States youth leaders to meet in Paris, France, with young 
people from North and South Vietnam for the purpose of in- 
creasing the struggle azainst United States intervention 
in that country and building closer relations between the 
youth of these countries. 


TYNER continued that ideology in the freedom - 
peace movement must be dealt with. He said "we must do 
more than talk about the working class society - we must 
live it. We must build ties with the working class and 
trade unions". Concerning black and white unity the whites

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must take stock of themselves. They must consider the re- 
sults of such things as using the National Guard in the ghettos 
and of arresting people like H. RAP BROWN. 


The DCA view is that black power should be in the 
highest levels of Goverrment. They should have at least 
forty representatives in Congress. Black power has made 
‘the whites conscious of racism. Capitalism spawns racism 
and ic has to go. We must fight for black and white unity. 
Black youth sees a need to fight for a new society - a 
socialist secie._y.- This can be achieved when people control 
production. The DCA as a socialist youth organization can 
see the road ahead, can see that a new system can be achieved 
and can be achieved quickly. 


After TYNER spoke the Convention adjourned about 
11:10 p.m. 


Saturday, September 9, 1967. . 
The Convention re-assembled at 10:30 a.m. on Saturday, 

September 9, 1967. BOB HEISLER, a member of the DCA Steering 

Committee from New York City gave a report on the‘state of 

the organization. He reviewed the history of the DCA. He 

said that although the DCA has won the respect of many people, 

and these people feel closer to the DCA than to any other 

organization, there has been a decline in the number of 

functioning DCA Slubs. This situation must be corrected. 

He said the DCA has no meaning if it does not become an 

organization of idealism. Day to day activism is not enough. 

He said they must study socialism, communism, and Marxism 

to be effective. He said that as a socialist youth organi- 

zation which seeks to win youth te the ideas cf Marxism and 

socialism, the DCA must support the working class. The 

DCA needs a national program and better national leadership 

from a better national office. They also need an educational 

program if they are to understand the necessity of their pro- 

gram, There is a need for a national training school for the 


5 . 
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leadership of the DCA and for a national institution for the 
instruction of educational leaders. He called for the estab- 
lishment of DCA clubs in every major city in the United States 
within six months. There should be membership cards for 
all members. There is a need for a national department of 
education in the DCA. He presented recommendations for improving 
.the working of the National Office, securing better national 
leadership, developing an educational program, and correcting 
‘the "anarchy" existing in the DCA because of the lack of = 
seffective national leadership. He also proposed the estab- 
‘lishment of a Trade Union Department; a department on the 
problems of black and minority youth; a Student Affairs De- 
_— partment and a High School Affairs Department. He called- _ 
for DCA Chapters which were all white to correct this situation. 
He said this meant that these clubs were not fighting racism 
in their communities and had no program to challenge racism 
or educate against it. He also called for an expansion of the 
"associate status" allowing friendly organizations and zroups 
to have close ties with the DCA without actually being DCA 
Chapters,

\ He called for a change in the DCA constitution to 
guarantee the continuity of the program. This change would 
be in the makeup of the National Coordinating Committee and 
the National Executive. 


After HEISLER's speech at 11:15 p.m. the work shops | 
Started. There were work shops on Labor, New Politics, the 
Black Liberation/freedom movement, Vietnam/draft;-the woman 
question; and the International Movement. 


. The work shop on New Politics was led by GENE 
TOURNOUR. They reviewed the New Politics Convention in 
Chicago’, Illinois, which they said resulted in a united front 
of all organizations despite some disagreements on resolu- 
tions, The affects of racism and imperialism must be made 

-more clear. If the United States takes the United States. 
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troops out of Vietnam these troops must not be sent to 
Venezuela or anywhere else. They rust be brought home rather 
than be transferred to other imperialistic operations. The 
role of the socialists groups is to form a working class 
party. -One of those present called any third party a fraud. 
She said the job is to convince people to vote intelligently 
and to organize the youth on campus politically. They decided 
as the first order of business the DCA national leadership 
should formulate a National Youth Platform and the means of 
implewenting this platform. Then local DCA Chapters should 
implement. this platform, JAMES PEAKE of the DCA National 
Office attended this work shop. In answer to a‘question 

he said there were only three DCA clubs right now who were 
functioning well. These clubs were in New York, Chicago, 

and Philadelphia. The work shop called for a study of the 
New Politics Convention in Chicage for lessons to be learned 
and directions to be taken. 


After the work shops which were interrupted for 
lunch, "Strata work shops'' were convened where possible. 
The black power work shop was still in session at 4:00 p.m. when 
the Strat& work shops were to commence. Therefore, the strata 
work shop or campus activities re-assembled in the same place 
that the New Politics work shop earlier had assembled. The 
leaders of this work shop were LARRY BILICK and MIKE KLARE. 
The major areas of campus concern were given as racism in 
the university, academic concern and student power and the 
Vietnam war. Long range planning is necessary to effectively 
handle this. The DCA must build a coalition of students that 
will demand and achieve control of the decision - making 
apparatus and the funds that control the university. 


The Convention adjourned for the day on September 9, 
1967, at 6:10 p.m. On Saturday nivnit, September 9, 1967, 
there was a dance for those attending the Convention. 
Sunday, September 10, 1967 
ROBERT HEISLER, reviewed the state of the organi- 


zation of the DCA after his report and the following resolu- 
ticns were passed: 
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The following goals for the DCA were set: 


1. A functioning club in every major city 
within the country within six months. 


2. The formation of a functioning club right 
away in every area where there are five or 
more people interested. 


3. Secure membership cards from all present 
members, 


4. Double the membership within one year. 


3. Place the National Office and one person 
in national leadership in over all charge 
of directing the organizational drives. 


6. To publish the key note address by JARVIS 
'  TYNER as a position paper, a statement: of 
be what the DCA is and where it stands. 


Another resolution was passed calling for the 
organization of at least one National Training School in 
the coming year and the encouragement of those local and 
regional areas that are strong enough to under take similar 
efforts. These schools are to cover discussions of theory 
as well as techniques in preparing meetings, public rallies, 
leaflets, public speaking, preparing agendas, leading dis- 
cussions, and other similar activities. The resolution also 
called for the publication of the executive meetings of the 
DCA in the form of a newsletter.

_ The resolution was passed that the Convention should 
elect a National Executive Committee composed of twenty people. 
Of these five full time officers should be elected: a National 
Chairman, an Executive Secretary - Fund Raiser, an Education 
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Director, a Field Director, and a Director of Publications. 
This National Executive Committee together with one repre- 
sentative from each local club would constitute the National 
Coordinating Committee. The National Executive Committee would 
meet every two weeks and be the regular continuing leadership 
of the organization. The National Executive Committee would 
-be charged with convening a National Coordinating Committee 
meeting no less than three times a year.

Julius Lester a leader from Student Non-Violent Co-ordinating Vommittee was 
the pipet actual speaker. He stated that the sun never sats on American imperialism 
and oppression. He stated that the position of those in the mqvemant should be one 
of whatever the enemy supportes we oppose, and whatever we support they Witi-opseea: 
He continued that soneone must stop this monster of a country and that it was the 
greatest monstrousity that ever existed. Lester stated that talk between coalition:

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of the blacks and whites ie ridiculous. No ne will have a peaceful moment until 
complete regolution occurs. He stated that everything will be destroyed and no 
ene will be safe ever. He ‘said that the movement, was aot a human relations com 
mittee, but a revolution, and that it was tard, pub-fatit The question that he 
‘ ae . ; 
pesed to whites was "Aré you willing to die to overcome your racism?" 
The attorneys William Kunstler and Stanley Faulkner both spoke relaténg gen- 
erally the past struggles with those of the present times. ¢race Mora Newman 
spoke and read a letter from her brother Bennis Mora, one of the Fort Hood Three, 
and the gist of the letter stated that he felt he was more justified that ever in 
his position in not going to fight in VietNam with each passing day that he spent 
in jail. It was quite significant that while she was reading his letter and be- 
moaning the poor conditions of the minority groups, especially Puertokican people,’ 
the sign on the wall behind her reading "Hell no, I won't go.", fell on her head. 
The Reverend James Bevel, National Director of the National Mobilizatior 
Committee then spoke. It was a crazy address, mixing faulty bits of political 
knowledge witn philosophy, and the result was a really funny speech. He empha- 
sized that there could not be an effective movement until everyone within the move- 
ment experienced "love: energy." This was the feeling that when a baby cried at 
right ail a mother had to do was touch it and it would stop crying and go back to 
Sleep. He stated that English was a language created by morons (white people) ard 
that it forced people to say things that they did: not mean. He felt that_the color 
white stood for fear and that white people were afraid to really live and were afraid 
of almost everything. He stated that a Democracy to those of the West (white) meant 
bombing df the Vietnamese and enslaving negroes. He labored on and on on how sick 


white men must be to be able to force people into positions where the women must be 
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prostitutes. After insulting almost everyone there in one way of another, he 
concluded his ‘Speech by saying that he was sure that most of the people present 
qa not understand:- what.he was driving at and they could write to him with 
their questions. 

4onald Lockman was introduced to the group and he said that he wa doing what 
n felt he had to do and that Be did not consider himself a hero. He was given, 
a standing ovation for this.. Hurrah, Hurrah } 

Jarvis Tyner then gave “the keynote address, which was a thiry-eight page 
typed speech, He remarked tmt capitalism turns everything upsidedown and must 
go. The power structure succeeded to confuse people en all kinds of issues and 
it did not evsvias for a future for its people. He announced that the Workd 
Federation of Youth had asked the Dubois Club to send a delegation to Paris,

The meeting was called to discuss several of the most 
important issues the "Party" was concerned about. At 12:00 p.m. 
GERALD KIRK was to have arrived to help them discuss the national 
as well as local Du Bois Club posture. KIRK arrived around 

12:15 p.m. however. Thus from approximately 12:15 p.m. to 

1:10 p. m, the meeting was given over to a discussion of the 

DCA and its relationship to the Communist Party of the United 
States, 


JACK KLING told KIRK that the reason he (KIRK) had 
been asked to attend was because the Communist Party of Illinois 
wanted to have his assessment of the Du Bois Club convention and 
prospects for the DCA, nationally and locally. The Communist 
Party also wanted to know what KIRK felt are the major problems 
confronting the DCA and the DBC. Finally, they wanted to know 
in what way they could help young "comrades" improve the 
effectiveness of their mass work within the Du Bois Clubs. 


KIRK believed that the third national convention of 
the Du Bois Clubs was a "resurrection" of sorts. KIRK believed 
that the fact that several very effective "comrades" were | 
elected to national offices indicates that the Du Bois Clubs 
are well on their way to a new awakening. 


He also believes that the reorganization of the 
Du: Bois Clubs into a National Executive Committee, as NCC, and 
the rank and file will mean a more streamlined orranization in 
the future, 
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KIRK believes the prospects are all good for the 
DCA and the DBC. In a situation in which there are nothing 
but vacuums left by the inactivity of "ultra-leftists" 
Du Bois can do nothing but thrive, Their ideological 
advantage spells success where others have failed. 


the Haier problems that all agreed face the 
Du Bois Clubs are their relations with labor and building 
college and community chapters, The problem of Du Bois - 
labor relations is nationwide, JIM WEST suggested emphasis 
should. be placed on trying to win favor with rank and file 
unionists rather than leaders The problems of building 
communi ty as well as campus chapters is also nationwide. 
In Chicago however the probable solution will be to have a 
campus chapter of Du Bois at the University of Chicago and a 
community chapter is Woodlawn-Englewood, 


| JACK KLING said that ISHMAEL FLOREY who had attended 
the meeting earlier had recruited several blacks into the 
Communist Party. JACK suggested KIRK see what could be done 
to help these 'young black comrades" in their fight to rename 
Englewood High "W¥,E.B. Du Bois High School." 


JACK KLING finally suggested KIRK make a more 
detailed report on the same subject to a meeting of the 
State Board of the Communist Party on October 3rd.

The meeting was more the brainstorm of ARTHUR 
PERLO than anything else. He probably decided someone had 
to take the first step in the revitalization of Chicago 
DuBois, And so he called up the people at the meeting in 
question so they could begin to talk about action. 


There were several specific items discussed. The 
most important of which were two demonstrations to be held 
on September 22, 1967. The first of these demonstations will 
be at the U.S. Armed Forces Induction Center at 6:30 AM, 
September 22, 1967. It will be to protest U.S. involvement 
in Viet Nam and to support the position of RONALD LOCKMAN 
of the U.S. Army. a 


This demonstration should have been held on September 
13, 1967, but certain problems arose and it was impossible. 
However, pressure from the National Office of the DCA was 
such that something had. to be-done on the 22nd of September. 
Those present at the demonstration will be members of CADRE 
(Chicago Area Draft Resisters), Communist Party (CP), USA, 
and DuBois Clubs of America. The demonstration will involve | 
no civil disobedience; no burning of draft cards; no one will 
enter the center as an enlistee or draftee and no violence 
will bevencouraged. The demonstration will end about one 
hour to-one and a half hours after it begins. ne 


The second demonstration to be called for and organ- 
ized by the DuBois Clubs is at the local Ford dealers. I 
do not know whether to call this one or two demonstrations. 
The people at the meeting want to have a picket line at the 
largest Ford dealership on the south side and at the north 
side simultaneously. These demonstrations will be held in the

evening as quite a few of the picketers have to work that 
day. Thus the DuBois Club sympathy demonstration for the 
UAW strike will be held in the evening probably. about when 
the dealers are about to close. The people participating 
in these picket lines will practicully all be members of 
the cP, USA and the W.E.B. DuBois Clubs of America. . 


| After deciding on these two actions, the nembers 
there heard PERLO tell how he hopes to organize another 
DuBois Club Chapter ‘at the University of Chicago. He plans 
to act.as though there is a viable working chapter at 
"activities night" during the incoming students' orientation 
week, He hopes to work during the coming fall quarter to 
prenote the DCA at the University of Chicago. 


| After this revelation LINDA APPLEHANS and JOHN YAN ECK 
volunteered to be the DCA'ers who would begin developing ties 
between the UAW and the DCA. They will begin by asking the 
UAW how the DCA can help them in their strike and ‘< telling. 
the UAW about the picket lines on ‘Friday. 


A suggestion was made that as the people at that 
meeting came from both the north and south side of Chicago, 
they should be made the DuBois Coordinating Council for 
Chicago. This council would be responsible for maintaining 
communication between people on the north and south sides. | 
It would also be responsible for meeting and deciding on 
matters the general membership should not be concerned about. 
Everyone there wholeheartedly adopted the idea, 


Finally they decided to Have a general meeting of — 
the "new DBC" at the Lawson YMCA hopefully. on Wednesday, 
September 27, 1967. The money would come from the $15.00 
in the DBC treasury from the old University of Chicago .

The first of several topics discussed was the current 
situation in Chicago with respect to the problem of race relations, 
More specifically, they discussed what sort of action should be taken 
by the Party youth, After several ideas were put forth by various 
members, TED PEARSON gave the Party line that had been only recently 
adopted, According to PEARSON young Party members whenever possible 
should work to stress the connection between the Vietnam war and 
the social tension in America, They should work to have the 
“troops brought home now and the money spent on improving the 
ghetto.” Party members like KIRK should do all that is possible 
to see that the people in the ghetto do not do anything that would 
result in a bloodbath, If, however, riots should occur the Party 
has pledged itself to support those who are arrested for 
“sniping” or looting with lawyers and support demonstrations. 


The reasoning behind all this is simply that it is 
believed that in Chicago the Negro people can gain more threugh 
the implied threat of wholesale destruction than through participation 
in a campaign doomed to failure from the start, 


A more complete understanding of the Party position can be 
obtained by reading the pamphlet they sent out with one of the tee 
issues of "The Worker."

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The second important topic discussed was the Party 
youth's work promoting the National Convention of the Committee 
for New Politics. Party youth are urged to work to bring groups 
such as “Hyde Park and South Shore Politics for Peace” into a 
role of greater participation with the Committee for New Politics, 
One of the first steps in the process is to get "Politics for 
Peace" groups to make people aware of the relationship between 
Vietnam and racial strife in this country. ARTHUR PERLO is 
Supposed to contact BEN FRIEDLANDER (5345 South Kimbark) in an 
effort to get FRIEDLANDER to call a .“Politics for Peace" rally 
in the Hyde Park Co-Op to discuss that issue. 


An argument then started when TED PEARSON gave the Party 
line in Supporting MARTIN LUTHER KING and Dr. SPOCK for the 
Presidential ticket in 1968, PERLO and KINSELLA objected 
strenuously that the Party has taken it for granted that KING 
and SPOCK should be given Party support, 


Finally, it was learned that a discussion group set for 
Sunday, August 6, 1967, might be combined with one set for around 
that date on the north side of Chicago, The former of the two 
was the Student Club's discussion on race relations. Hopefully, 
though it could be combined with the latter at which EARL DURHAM is 
to speak,

"The third: national convention of the DCA 
was held in Schermerhorn Hall, Columbia University, 
116th. Street .and Broadway, New York, New York, 

Friday night 9/8 through Sunday 9/10, 1967, About 

175 delegates and 150 observers attended the convention 
over the three day period. .A registration fee 
collected at: the door was charged everyone who 
attended the convention, Delegates were charged .

"The Friday night session began about 
73:30 PM, and included JARVIN TYNER as keynote 
speaker, STANLEY FAULKNER, Attorney for the Fort 
Hood Three, and Reverend JAMES BEVEL, National 
Director of the National Mobilization Committee, 
About .300 persons attended this session, Reverend 
BEVEL gave the longest address, which centered 
around what he called a Revolution of Love, In 
his speech BEVEL denounced capitalism as a degrading 
highly materialistic force, which destroys the 
humans capacity for love, and which must be met 
by a revolution of love by every individual (most 
of the persons attending this session considered 
BEVEL's speech as more of a sermon and considered 
it mostly irrelevant to the purposes of the 
convention) , 


"JARVIS TYNER in his keynote address 
outlined several of the goals of the DCA and 
rigigted the DCA to the entire movement for 
socialism, The Friday night session ended about 
11:00 PM. 


"JAMES PEAKE, formerly a National Officer 
of the DCA, was moderator for the Friday night 
session, Housing for delegates was coordinated 
by persons at .the registration desk, (This session 
was held in Room 501, Schermerhorn Hall,) 
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"SATURDAY SESSION 


"The session Saturday morning 
Hall, and other rooms when the work shops began. 
The Saturday session began about 10:30 AM, STEVE 
CAGEN and BOB HEISLER conducted the introductory 
session from 10:30 AM to about 11:15 PM, when 
the delegates divided into work shops. During 
this session a report on the state of the organization 
was read by -BOB HEISLER. At 11:15 AM the issue 
work shops were convened with delegates chosing 
the individual work shop which they planned to 
attend. The “issue” work shops included LABOR 
(led by ED .BORTZ and RODNEY STEPHENS in Room 403), 


NEW. POLITICS €led by DONNA HACKMAN, JIM PEAKE, 


JEAN .TOURNOR, in Room 501), BLACK LIBERATION AND 
THE .FREEDOM MOVEMENT (led by CAROLYN BLACK and 
JOSE STEVENS in Room 311) VIETNAM AND THE DRAFT 
(led .by MARK WEISS and STEVE CAGAN in Room 610), 
WOMEN QUESTION (led .by CARMEN RISTORUCCI and 
LENORE WEISS, in Room 710) and the INTERNATIONAL 
MOVEMENT (led .by PAUL FRIEDMAN in Room 902). These 
issue work shops which began around 11:15 AM

"ED BORTZ of .Pittsburgh, called the dele- 
gates of the Pittsburgh area aside and asked that 
each delegate attend a different work shop in 
order to assure full representation and reporting.

JACK RADAY served a recording secretary for the 
Sunday session, 


"A maximum of 125 delegates and 50 
observers .attended this .Sunday.session. .The Sunday 
session adjourned about .8:30.PM = 9:00 PM. 


"The Sunday session included passing of 
resolutions suggested by the! work shops of 
Saturday, election of national officers at the 
National Steering Committee, and making resolutions 
which .affected changes in the DCA Constitution. 


"EXCERPTS FROM THE INDIVIDUAL’ SESSIONS 
"Saturday Morning General Session 
"While he read the report on the state 
of the organization, BOB HEISLER stated that the 


national office had been .run -by .JACK RADAY. and 
HUGH FOWLER while FRANKLIN’ ALEXANDER .and one other 
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national officer were in jail for 7 weeks, 

In the report on the state of the organization, 
a revitalization of national leadership was | 
called for as well as restabilization of the 
organization, Local clubs were to be reconsolidated. 
It was said that the DCA has been undergoing an 
identity erisis, it is especially socialist but 
it has undertaken a variety of projects and 
assimilated and consolidated them into a multi- 
issue program... HETSLER stated that it was the 
DCA which has initiated many new programs in the 
antiswar, anti-discrimination and pro-labor 
movements, it was stated, however, that the 

DCA sometimes gets ‘hung up’ on ideological 
rather than issue questions, and that only an 
action oriented organization with a broad base 
can .survive, 


"The essential roll of the DCA was 
defined as studying socialism and marxianism 
in their true forms and initiating forms to bring 
about a change in the United States towards these. 
goals. It was pointed out, however, unless the 
DCA embodies the principels ‘for which it stands, 
and unless each individual member participates 
in the socialist youth organization, there can not 
be a. meaningful advance on the part of youth 
- against the establishment. 


"The lack of experienced leadership has 
been of great concern to the DCA, a lack of 
sustained program has also caused serious problems, 
The DCA could not withstand attacks upon the organi- 
zation and turned into a defensive rather than 
offensive organization, . Another problem considered 
was the fact that the DCA is becoming anarchistic 
to some degree within its own ranks, 


"Reconsolidation -was ._proposed to insure 
the existence and assistance of local clubs, 
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"Other suggestions included securing 
membership cards from all present members, doubling 
the membership of the DCA within one year, and that 
in every area where 5 or more people are members 
of DCA nationally they should form a functioning 
club immediately. 


"The major segment of the Saturday 
morning session is incorporated in the mimeographed 


handout which each delegate received, entitled 
. REPORT ON STATE OF ORGANIZATION, 


"VIETNAM/DRAFY WORK SHOP 


"BOB WEISS and STEVE CAGAN led the 
work shop on Vietnam/draft. A suggestion was made 
that the work shop, in its resolutions, tie the 
war in Vietnam to the black power movement and the 
civil unrest in the United States, 


"GORDON PALACE (SP) of Philadelphia, 
suggested that antonymous anti-draft union be 
formed were ever possibile so that it would not 
interfere with the operation of the DuBois Clubs, 
considering the minimal membership of the DCA, 

SUE BORNSTEIN of Philadeiphia suggested that 
abolition of the draft for everyone presents a 
much larger problem than can be reasonably handled 
by only the DCA, 


"One delegate suggested that the 
City College anti-draft movement has been 
unsuccessful whereas anti-draft movements in 
Boston and Chicago have been.successful, A 
major problem seems to be how to organize a program 
around resistance to the draft, when those persons 
organizing the program are not resisting. STEVE 
CAGAN suggested that in City College anti-draft 
unions success was minimal because there are not 
enough persons drafted from there to arouse 
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enthusiasm in anti-draft programs, He said 

that resistance in any union depends upon a large 
énough base to include people facing the draft at 
regular intervals. The DuBois Clubs are not 
large enough to support an anti=-draft union, 
According to SDS the draft is an institution but 
according to DCA the draft supports certain 
policies which the DCA opposes, according to 
CAGAN. . CAGAN stated that it is not enough just 
to include the neighborhoods and the schools in 
the New York City area, but the inter=boroughs 
around New York City must also co-operate in the 
anti-draft unions. He further stated that unions 
should include students and.non students and that 
the draft should be pointed out as an instrument 
of foreign policy of the U. 5S. 


"Draft unions were considered exceptionally 
important in the south where, according to one 
delegate, the poor whies of the south provide the main 
canon fodder for this instrument of Imperialism 
of the United States, It was pointed out that 
the new draft law takes away judicial review: and 
takes away some of the CO ioop-holes that exsisted, 
and that these considerations “must be of primary 
concern in any draft resistance, 


"ARLENE TONNER of Philadelphia explained 
that organizing anti-draft activity in the ghetto 
must "imargrate both .the probiems of the ghetto and 
‘draft resistance, and secondly that organization 
in the community around anti-draft activity must 
take a secondary position to organization in the 
ghetto around the problems .facing the persons | 
in the ghetto. . She further stated that the forms 
of resistance must be up to-the person for chosing 
to go to jail rather than to be inducted is a 
serious consideration, She stated that refusal 
to go to Vietnam has led to persons being handcuffed 
and forcibly put on.a.piane bound for Vietnam, 
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"A southern Negro delegate in the work 
shop. Stated that he. had been.a.member of the Peace 
House.in Atlanta, and that young Negroes. in Atlanta, . 
do not know anything about the draft. They know 
only.that the war in Vietnam has caused in the 
cuts in the ‘poverty program and they themselves 
fell the draft is inevitable. Many of them 
enlist in the Armed Services immediately upon 
graduation, This delegate stated that very few 
persons appeared and participated in.a march 
which was heid recentiy against the war in 
Vietnam, He stated that even he, as a black person, 
was unable to metivate young Negroes toward 
activity opposing either the draft or the war, 


"BORNSTEIN stated that the problem with 
local organization . against the draft is that the 
problem of the draft is not a local question, 

She stated that 5 to 6 lawyers are now willing to 
give. free advice to those persons considering 
resistance to the draft. She said.that equal 
representation of non-whites on draft boards 
should be one of the local sbjectives of the 
anti-draft unions, She also stated that political 
emphasis . should be given to the draft in all 
campains so that it will have an effect of 

. TegrsTative work, BORNSTEIN stated that a national 
push within DCA should be begun to coordinate anti 
draft unions. She stated that what draft.resistance 

unions exsist now are uncoordinated and therefore 
unsuccessful, 


"Another delegate stated three basic 
reasons why anti-=draft activities should be under- 
taken. The first is to deprive the Armed Services 
of as much man power as possible, ‘The second is 
that it brings publicity of anti-Vietnam war activity, 
and the third is that it has a potential aspect 
of fighting to abolish the draft, In the beginning 
the unions will be working to abolish the draft, 
but the. forms this program takes will be locally 
decided. 
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"STEVE CAGAN said that there are many 
devices used in fighting the draft and-for 
many reasons. He said that a fight may be purely 
moralistic, and that sending in draft cards and 
taking a stand against the draft for moral issues 
are part of the activities of this category. 
CAGAN said, froma pragmatic. point of view, 
anti=-draft activity can include taking people 
to other cities, changing their names, growing 
beards etc., in order that these individuals 
might change their identity and thus avoid the 
draft. CAGAN stated there are many legal and 
extra-legal methods cf fighting the draft, and that 
for legal advice there should be a counsel on 
law, conscientious objection and deferrment 
avallabie to each anti-draft union. A” legal 
technique he suggested was bombarding the draft 
boards with technicalities of errors committed 
by the draft board in classification of 
individual persons under the SSS. The 
resuiting volume of work bottleenecks draft 
activity, CAGAN stated that extra legal 
activities include trying to get conscientious 
objection status on purely political grounds, 


"CAGAN stated that errorism is the 
least likely method to be employed, but it was 
successfully employed when one father of a boy 
destined for the draft took two buckets of 
human waste and poured them into draft board files, 
thus destroying the files and bottienecking the 
draft quota for that board, 


"One of the most serious questions 
concerning organizing the ghettos is that the persons 
are apathetic or ignorant or both, and the tactics 
thus far used in organizing anti-draft unions have 
been weak an ineffectual, It was stated that 
any anti-draft union must start with legality 
as a criterion -for its tactics, and use a very 
concentrated education program in attempts to 
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expose large segments of the ghetto population, to 
the inequities of the draft it was pointed out 

that not only Vietnam but other countries may be 
the target of American intervention, This presents 
a more serious problem, for it is not as meaning~ 
ful for Negroes in America to'see the harm in the 
blacks killing the yellow race for the benefit of 
white supremacy as it would be for blacks fighting, 
in, for example, the Union of South Africa, killing 
blacks for white supremacy, 


"The young southern Negro delegate stated 
that he had been in the SCLC for three years and 
that it is his experience that any type of 
organization must be done by someone ‘more popular' 
in the community, than an outsider, 


"MARK WEISS stated that the DuBois Clubs 
should strice to have its members in leadership 
positions and membership positions of anti-draft 
organizations, and that organization of the union 
should be a major program of the DCA. Once 
anti-draft unions become Sympathic to DCA members 
and their activities within the unions, other 
issues may be incorporated in the anti-draft union 
program, 


"BARRY COHN of Brooklyn, New York, stated 
that the anti-draft unions must be organized on 
a local level, and that the goals of the anti- 
draft union should be "assisting persons in 
evading the draft and initiating a program toward 
to abolition of the draft. 


"Collectively the members of these 
workshops suggested that several points must be 
incorporated in anti-edraft activity. 


"1, Support of national liberation 
struggles must be imperative. 
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"2, It must be. made clear that: the 
United States is in 8 countries 
protecting the ruling class including 
Boliva, Peru, Venezuela, and the 
Union of South Africa, 


“Antiedraft activities must emphasis the 
passibility of the United States becoming involved 
in several Vietnams simultaneously. 


"3,  Anti-communist as a national policy must be 
attacked, It must be pointed out that anti-communist 
is not a myth. (because a myth has some representation 


' in reality) but rather a lie used by the United 


States Government as.a basis to suppress wars of 
national liberation around the world, These wars 
of national liberation pose a real threat to the 


American system and American capitalism, 


JOHNSON is not perpertrating an irrational war 
but rather a contrived program of suppression of 
the wars of National liberation, 


"BORNSTEIN suggested that a resolution 
be included to incorporate the facts that the war in 
Vietnam will be the primary consideration on the 
part of the American Government, should it inter- 
vene in the UAW strike, 


"LARRY (LNU), who identified himself as 
the DCA National coordinator for the student 
mobilization, stated that the Pentagon will be 
the target for the October 21st demonstration in 
Washington, D. Ca,, because it is the physical 
representation of the war makers in this country, 
He stated that we (meaning those demonstrating) 
have the right to go into the Pentagon and demand 
that there be no biological warfare and no 
imperialism perpetrated by the United States 
Government in Vietnam, . He stated -the preceding 
the October 21st demonstration entitled, 
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CONFRONT THE WAR MAKERS, a week is set aside 
October 15 through 26th, where more demonstrations 
will be heid opposing the Rat Act, Germ Warfare, 
(and in most cases these demonstrations will 

include disobedience). He further stated that 

the October ?ist mobilization has been extended 

to include October 22nd, He stated the rational 
for this expansion is that, for those who want to 
commit civii disobedience, it seemed more practical 
to have a broad protest first in which many 
persons including women and children could 
participate, . He stated that after this broad 
protest there will be demonstrations which will 
include civil disobedience, He suggested that 

one of these forms of civil disobedience could 

be forcabie entry to the Pentagon to demaggthat 

the anti-war sentiment be given full consideration. 


"MATTIE BURKELHAMMER summerized anti- 
war activity to date, He stated that the sole type 
of activity of any consequence to date included 
mass protests of the variety of the INTERNATIONAL 
DAYS OF PROTEST, STUDENT MOBILIZATIONS and NATIONAL 
PROTESTS of various types. He stated that this 
spring many persons became of the opinion that 
this kind of activity.is not enough. There are 
now two other directions which the anti-war 
movement will take, .The first is resistance in 
the form of civil disobedience, draft resistance, 
and other militant actions and the second is 
electrical politics including independant political 
candiates such as TED WEISS, BOB SCHEAR (PH) and 
others, It is now belived by most members in the 
anti-war movement that a combination of all three 
forms , (protest, resistance and electrial politices), 
is necessary to accomplish the ends of the movement. 
The DCA presentiy endorses ail kinds of anti-war 
activity. 
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"BERKLEHAMMER stated that the changing 
prospectives help local organizing for those who 
participated in the national mobilizations: found 
these objectives to narrow to be effective, The 
new politics must be’ the main thrust. of the DCA 
according BERCKLEHAMMER, The DCA and the anti- 
war movement must change from one of purely 
protesting to one of entering candidates contesting 
for political power and programs organizing local, 
grass-roots community people. He suggested that a 
reserved attitude be taken about participation 
in the Ocboter 2ist mobilization, in view of the 
fact that DCA must organize a much broader 
prospective, 


"TOM SHIELDS of the Milwaukee Orgnziain 
Committee stated that his local organization roan 
that raising funds and organizing in the community 
for the national mobilizations disrupted the local 
antiowar activity and the on-going programs of 
his organization, . He stated that national 
mobilizations do cause publicity and enthusiasm 
for a short period of time but they do not 
mobilize people further than the immediate goal. 


“SUE BORNSTEIN of Philadelphia agreed in 
part and stated that a person pians:- to run ona 
"consumer! -ticket in Philadelphia and that he has 
amassed 12,000 signatures from the-ghetto on his 
petition. to be placed .on the baliot.-..He is running 
on a program.of anti-war and poverty..and peace and 
she stated that it is this broad based program 
which will more than likely insure his election, 
The anti-draft workshop adjourned-shortly after 
1:00 PM and reconvened about 2:30 PM.. 
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"POST LUNCH SESSTON’ ANTI=DRAFT WORK SHOP 


"in the anti-draft workshop (workshop 
on Vietnam and the draft) after lunch discussion 
concerning the direction of the resolution continued, 
TOM SHTELDS questioned whether anti-draft activity 
would result .in the abolition of the draft, He 
stated first that since the situation is a national 
problem, it cannet be solved satisfactory from 
local programs, He also stated that such a program 
cannot abolish the draft without considerable 
sacrifice, both on a part of the individuals who 
participate in such activities and sacrifice on the 
part of. the organizations with regard to their 
other programs, 


"DEBBY (LNU) (believed to be from 
Philadelphia) stated that the DCA must make more of 
a connection between peace, freedom and political 
aspects in the country. She stated that wars of 
this type (the war in Vietnam) are a way of 
American life, and that draft resistance is not 
enough, She stated that new politics is a way of 
fighting against the war and the draft and in 
bringing effective political change in this 
country. 


"ARLENE TYNER (belived to be from New York 
City) stated that working to organize the working 
class community should be a primary objective of 
the anti-draft activity. She stated that what is 
bothering the whites should be emphasised in ghetto 
communities of whites, and that in any working 
class communtiy or ghetto a primary concern will 
be jobs, She stated first that the abolition of 
the draft should be linked to the creation of 
jobs because many persons enter the service as an 
attractive alternative to unemployment, Secondly 
she stated that an unending struggle for 
conscientious objection and the right of youth 
not to fight in an unjust war should be 
considerations of the anti-draft unions, She stated 
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that in high schools and in other schools the 
possibility of conscientious objection should be 
available on an informational basis to all 
persons, 


“MATTIE BERKLEHAMMER stated that he was 
cegein ce ata draft resistance conference in which 
no real program :was- formulated but that what the 
draft resistance program actually is, was an 
apparent resuit, Weaknesses in.the idea of draft 
resistance included the facts that no one draft 
resistance union in the country can do anything 
to keep any one individual out of the service, 

He stated that draft resistance in local chapters 
is so.weak that local draft unions must be doped 
before any national coordination can be begun, 

He pointed out that we cannot (members of the 
peace movement cannot) bring an.end to the war in 
Vietnam as long as capitalism is able to derive 
its manpower from the draft for perpetrating 

the war, He stated therefore the draft unions 

in the opinion of those delegates attending the 
conference, should not try. to keep people out of 
the draft if such action proved to be ineffictual, 
He did state that one segment of the delegation to 
this draft resistance conference stated that 
building resistance mentaliy should be a primary 


‘objéctive of the anti draft unions, in order that 


a revolutionary consciousness may be bui%t 3 
that when the time comes for revolutionary . change 
there will be sufficient manpower to carry it out, 


"Several proposals were made during this 
session which a volunteer committee was to 
incorporate into a resolution against the draft to 
be presented at the session ‘Sunday afternoon, 
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"The yvesolution from the anti draft 
work shop followed very nearly the proposed 
resolution which was incorporated .in the folider 
of "proposed workshop resolutions" which each 
delegate received .in his registration kit. One 
aspect of the resolution which may or may not be 
implemented, .im light of the fact that the 
resolution was not passed by the delegates in the 
plenary session (because it was not brought up 
for a lack of time} is the proposal that the 
DBC (DCA) be the initiator of anti-draft unions 
but play secondary role in anti-draft activity 
in order to insure a more boradiy based anti-= 
draft union, At one of the Same time the 
anti-draft unions were seen by the authors of 
the resolution as .a.fertile field for recruitment 
for the DCA, 


"STRATA WORK SHOP = LABOR 


"JARVIS TYNER led the strata work shop 
on labor organizing, TYNER empsised that the DCA 
has its goai primarily in organizing the trade 
unions, He said that it is goal organizing the 
unorganized expecialiy in the hospitals, which 
should be of primary concern in the near future, 
He said if this objective is gotten off the 
ground it would be the key to the growth in 
influence of the DCA, in all activities, 


"TOM SHIELDS brought .up the question of 
how .to organize a trade union if the members of 
the DCA are not in a trade union,. It was pointed 
out by SHIELDS that the DCA on its own cannot effect 
change because it does not have the power to do so, 
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"RENE SANDOVAL (from Texas) questioned 
why no resolution on 14B of the Taft-Hartly law 
had been passed by the DCA .in its resolution to date, 
and .why such a resolution -has not be considered 
in this workship thus far,. He stated that it was 


necessary for the DCA to build its action around 
‘trade union activities, He said that the trade 


unions do not.see the vaiue of civil rights 
objectives and.tactics like massing a half a 
million people for a struggle, SANDOVAL further 
stated that trade unions fear to go to the Rank 
and File because the leadership of unions place 
no faith in ability of the rank and file. to make 
decisions and carry out programs. He stated 
that the DCA must direct action toward 14B and 
must.further emphsis the importance of trade 
union rank and PITS action, 


"DAN RUBEN of the CP-USA (observer) 
stated that it is necessary to organize the DCA 


and to educate it as to the problems of trade 


union organizing, He stated that it is necessary 
for DCA members to have a basic knowledge of 
the key problems and.the different kinds of 

shops of trade unions, .He stated DCA members 
should understand what job security and 

insecurity exsists in the different kinds of 
shops, and that anéxchange of experiences would 

be vital in explaning the circumstances. 

RUBEN suggested that .a mass educational program 

be initiated within the DCA. He stated that he 
spoke with several DCA members who are not sure of 
the value of.the right to strike, and he said 

that this. reflects that these DCA members were not 
aware of the concept of class struggle. He pointed 
out that the leadership should make ventures to 
affiliate with trade unionism, .He stated that 
amass levei program be initiated to-emphasis the 
value of right to strike objectives:on the part of 
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trade unions, expecially when strikes are not 


endangering national security. He said that such. - 


mass level education should be done in the DCA 
whenever possible and that it might be done 
externally as part of an adhoc committy on the 
rights of labor. RUBEN suggested that an 
organization Tor DCA especially for young trade 
unionists be initiated, RUBEN stated that it is 
knowledge of the problems of the working class that 
ieads to a problem of the understanding of the 
communities and also the problems of trade 
unionists in the shops, RUBEN stated the trade 
unionists may not aliow DCA members to function 
only as DCA members , even though they would welcome 
their participation in trade union educational - 
activities because of the ideological background, 

He stated that DuBois Cliubs members functioning as 
DCA members could lead to problems unless there 

are multi-industry clubs in which there are fewer 
probiems brought about by open DCA member 
functioning, 


"MEDODY (Cor MELANIE) PHILLIPS stated that 
it is the rule of socialist in the trade union 
movement to point out that capitalism is in a 
erisis today, and that the trade union bureaucrats - 
are net representing their members fairly, but only’ 
acting in their own interests, PHILLIPS stated 
that socialists in the trade union bring the issues 
to the awareness to the working class, and develop 
a working class consciousness, She stated that 
a class party based on trade unionist is an essential, 
She stated that without an awareness of class 
struggle organizing the ghettos to end the war 
in Vietnam etc, cannot be accomplished, 


"It was suggested that a department be 
formulated in the DCA to coodindate activities of 
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DCA members with regard to trade unions in as 
America, Such a department to coordinate the 
actions of the DCA would build a trade union and 
class struggle conscieness among its own members 
and other members in the peace movement, 


"DAVE URBAITIS of Pittsburgh suggested 
that a three member panel be formed -in. the DCA to 
coordinate UAW activities. One member of the panel 
would be responsible as a liasaon to the UAW unions, 
A’second member would search into the suppression 
of strikes by the Government in the name of the 
war in Vietnam, and a third person would be 
responsibie for internal education (within the DCA) 
and external education (within the peace movement) 
concerning UAW .issues, 


"The proposals for the labor program 
within the DCA were proposed by this strata work 
Shop to be accepted as formulated by the work shop 
on the issue of labor heid previously on this date, 
The work shop adjurned about 6:00 PM, 


"STEERING COMMITTEE MEETING 


"A meeting of the national steering 
committee of the DCA was held prior to the dance on 
the evening. of September 9, 1567, in the old DCA 
nationai headquarters at 862 6th Avenue. Also 
present were members of the national convention 
committee, Among those persons present at the 
meeting of the steering committee were; 


"MATTY BERKELHAMMER 
CAROLYN BLACK 
MARK BOODY 
MARTON GORDON 
a3 BONNA HACKMAN 
BOB -HETSLER 
JERRY KIRK

"One of the topics discussed. at this 
steering committee meeting was selection of a 
platform of persons to be running for the positions 
of the national steering committee, and the offices 
of the DCA nationally. It was the intention of 
the steering committee to pre-select a wide 
representation to the steering committee ballot 
based on giographical location, organizational 
experience, trade union involvement, Negro background, 
and .DCA experience, The meeting was chaired by 
BOB HEISLER. On -the basis of the number of — 
nominees which were proposed .by the steering 
committee, the change in the composition of the 
national -steering was .proposed, The ballot was 
so designed that it would permit (and on the part 
of the steering committee hopefully insure) 
that most if not all of the persons on -the ballot 
would be elected without further nominations 
from. the floor, The. steering committee meeting 
which began about.7:30 PM ended shortly after 
10:00 PM," 
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“September 14, 1967 


"THIRD NATIONAL CONVENTION’-OF .THE W.E.B. 
DU BOIS CLUBS, NEW YORK CITY 


“SUNDAY SESSION 


"The plenary session of the DCA 


Convention was held Sunday, September 10, 1967 


in room 501 Schermerhorn Hall, Columbia University, 
116 St, and Broadway, New York City. CAROLYN BLACK 
served as Chairman of the session and BOB HEISLER 
served as assistant to the chairman, 


"The session, which was attended 
by both delegates and observers, dealt with work- 
shop reports and resolutions, election of 
national officers, changes .in the DCA Constitution 
and structure, and the adoption of resoltuions 
of Action. 


"The first resolution adopted proposed 

a national leadership training workshop and 
regional leadership schools where clubs are 
strong enough to support such a school, 

Among the topics proposed for the leadership 
schools were: the Biack Liberation Movement; 
the life history of Dr, DU BOIS; the role of 

the DBC (DCA) in campus .and community; 

practical ways of building local -(DCA) clubs. 


"A proposal was adopted to establish 
five specialization departments within DCA to 
focus the organizational and program activities 
of the club.,. These included the following 
departments: 
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"Trade Unions 

Black Power and minority groups 
‘Student Affairs 

High School Affairs 

Community Organization (white areas) 


"A proposal to revise the executive 
staff of the DCA (National Officers) was adopted 
which established the following positions: 


"National Chairman 

Executive Secretary = Fund Raiser 
Educational Director 

Field Secretary 

Publications Director 


"A porposai was adopted to expand the 
steering committee to include twenty members. 
This represents 5 National Officers and 
15 Regional Delegates, 


"The nominees for position of chairman 
included; 


"JARVIS TYNER 
CAROLYN BLACK 
JOSE STEVENS 
JOSE RISTORUCCI 


"STEVENS and RISTORUCCI declined the 
nomination after nominations were closed, 
leaving TYNER and BLACK as the only candidates, 


"CAROLYN BLACK was described as 
Black community student organizer: ‘who’ was formerly 
from Chicago, I11., and is now living in Oakland, 


‘California,. In Chicago she was a member of the 


SCLC and the DCA. She was a member of the 


‘student council at Marrett (sp) College. She 


was the founder of the Alliance for Black Unity (ABU) 
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"JARVIS TYNER was described as 
a.founding member of the DCA in 1964, He has 
been a national coordinator in DCA and an 
organizer in Philadelphia for 2? years. He 
is a member of the teamsters union, 


"Delegates only could vote on the resolutions, 
and for the officers and steering committee. The vote 
for chairman gave TYNER about a 110-10 victory. : 


"Nominees for the position of 
Executive Secretary--Fund Raiser included: 


"GENE TOURNOR 
KAYO HALLANEN 
MATTY BERKELHAMMER 


"“HALLANEN and BERKELHAMMER declined 
the nomination, again, after the nominations 
were closed, At first, TOURNOR was elected = 
in effect = by default. In a heated disagreement 
which ensued it was pointed out that there was 
no alternative and that TOURNOR had not been 
elected democratically. The dispute was 
resolved when.a formal vote was-taken, 


-"TOURNOR was described as Field 
Representative for CORE = of which he had been 
a member for 4 years, He was also Midwest 
Coordinator for CGRE, TOURNOR has been a 
member of the SCLC and has attended the NCNP, He has 
been a member of the DCA for only.a short period 
of time (believed to be less than-a-year) but: has 
been .in cooperation with the organization for a 
longer period of time through his CORE activities, 


"TOURNOR was elected by a vote of about 
115=5, 
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"The office of field director was 
described as responsible to see the DCA 
nationai programs are implemented at the 
local ievel, Nominees to the office included: 


"CAROLYN BLACK 
ROBERTO NIEVES 
NANCY RYAN 


"NIEVES was described as a Puerto 
Rican community worker and member of the Puerto 
‘Rican Union. He is a trade union member (in 
which is may be an officer), (He lives in 
Brocklyn and may attend DCA National Office 
meeting from present indications 23". 


"RYAN was described as a high school 
‘dropout’ who could not wait for graduation to 
become involved in activist work, She worked 
in organizing the womans: demonstration against: 
the draft (N.Y.C.?), Is a member of a teamsters 
local (#111) and has written articles for 
Insurgent, 


"CAROLYN BLACK was elected by a vote 
of about 90-30, 


"The nominees .for the position of 
Educational Director included: : 


"BOB HEISLER 
DONNA HACKMAN 
PAUL FRIEDMAN 


“HETSLER, who was elected on a vote 
of about 100-20, was described as a founder 
of the DCA. He went to Chicago to work 
in the nationai office to. fill one of the gaps 
created when FRANKLIN ALEXANDER and one other 
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(HUGH FOWLER) went to jail. Here he "proved! 
his value to the national office according to 
the staff, 


"The nominees .for the office of 
Publications Director were: 


"STEVE CAGAN 
CARMEN RISTORUCCI 
NANCY RYAN 


"CAGAN was described as a student at 
City College, a past member of CORE, State 
Coordinator .for Vietnam Summer, and an 
. activist, 


"CARMEN .RISTORUCCI was described as 
a hospital worker, a.member of the 
Brookiyn chapter of DCA, an organizer and .member 
of the Women’s Ad Hoc Committee Against the 
Draft, . an organizer of the demonstration 
against the draft (N.Y.C.?) and an activist in 
other peace and civil rights activities. 


"The vote was3 


"RISTORUCCI 54 
CAGAN 4y 
RYAN 28 


"Prior to the submission of workshop 
reports attention was. given to support of 
ROBERT WATTS, .WATTS was described as a DCA 
member from N.Y.C. who .was arrested while at the 
DCA National Convention in Washington D.C. 
August 1966. . There he is alleged to have 
made .a statement which was “eonstrued’ by the 
Federal authorities as a threat on the life of 
President JOHNSON. -His trial is to take place 
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in Washington D.C. (the week of September 11-15, 
1967) and he needed money for the trip for 
himself and his wife... A collection was taken 

to assist him which yielded about $100, 


“When WATTS spoke .to the convention 
to thank them for the aid he said, ‘I'd just 
like to say, if I really had a chance to put a 
noose around his neck, I'd like to put it there,' 
The neck to which he referred was clearly 
implied to be -President JOHNSON's, 


"The workshop reports, given by 
a person seiected in each workshop, consisted 
of accounts of the discussion in the workshops 
Cin brief) and presentation of resolutions to 
be adopted by the delegates of the convention. 
In essence, the final resolutions were similar 
to or identical with those included in the 


-pamphiet entitled, ‘Proposed Workshop Resolutions’ 


which was inciuded in the 'registration kit' 
which each delegate received (most observers 
also received the kit). The resolutions 

were reported to have been prepared by the 
National Officers and Steering Committee with 
the assistance of those persons who led the 
workshops, 


"The workshop on the ‘Women Problem! 
had no previously prepared resolutions. The 
resolutions which were adopted were: 


"Inciusion of women.in.leadership roles 
in DCA at every level in preparation 

- to their membership and proportion in the 
population,. (This is .to approach 
50% where possible.) 


"A special .leadership training clinic 
be held nationally for women, 
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"Discussien -and seminars be held on 
local basis in DCA clubs concerning the 
. problems faced by women in society. 


“Preparation of a pamphlet by the national 
office on the problems of equality of 
women from both a theoretical and 
progressive appreach, 


"Special aid be given to the wives of 
striking UAW workers, 


"Equal pay be granted women for equal 
work; an extensi-e nationally coordinated | 
program be initiated by DCA to this end,

condemnation of US servicemen's use of Vietnamese 
women as prostitutes; declaration of unity 
on woman's rights and the international struggle 
on human rights, These were not resolutions 
but rather directives for DCA action, 


"The Resolutions from the New 
Politics Workshop were passed as proposed, 
The only added proposals were an educational 
campaign to ‘Alert whites to what RAP BROWN 
represents,’ and a DCA fund raising drive to 
raise $2000 for defense of BROWN, 
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"JOE KRANSDORE reported the proposals 
of the Labor Workshop, They included: 


"Selection of national officer of 

DCA Labor Department to coordinate 

UAW support until the strike ends, 

This person would be in contact with a person 
in the UAW to get direction for DCA support. 


"Distribution of honorary UAW membership 
cards to DCA members and others, 


"A national program to build support for 
UAW strikers, 


"Circulation of a petition to keep 
Congress out of the UAW strike, 


"Efforts be begun to tie the SNICK boycott 
of GM products to the UAW strike, 


"Literature printed. to build support

“The previously proposed resolutions 
on organizing hospital workers’, supporting the 
"Levi strikers,’ and local labor dition were 
also passed, . ae 


"KRANSDORF explained the emphasis 
on the UAW strike by saying that a setback 
here would represent a setback to the whole labor 
movement. He traced some of :the history 
of UAW strikes, stated some of the current 
circumstances and empliasized that a defeat of the. 
UAW, which normally gets the best labor 
settlements, would mean defeats for steel, 
rubber, UE, and other major unions where their 
contracts come due, 
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"KRANSDORF emphasized .that the 
"Right to Strike’ must be upheld, fora 
defeat of it would be a setback for every 
youth in labor, 


"KRANSDORF said there was a 
concerted effort of the biggest industry 
(auto industry) to hinder the advance of all 
of labor, .

ZAGARELL: @haired this meeting The main topic 
of which was the discussion of the activities of the Communist 
Party (CP) Youth in the U.S. LIGHTFOOT gave his assessment 
of some of the weaknesses and strong points of the CP 
Youth, He thought that Party youth have inherited a 
tendency to go along with alien ideologies as well as a 
certain timidity in the expression of their views. This 
is partially a result of the "witch hunt" atmosphere that 


has existed for the past 15 years. 


Various proposals iwere made.:in-an: effort. to.develop 
CP youth nationally. ZAGARELL proposed tht the DuBois 
Clubs be developed by sending DCA people throughout the 
network of Southern Negro colleges. He also suggested 
that a committee headed by LIGHTFOOT draw up plans for the 
submission to Congress of a legislative bill guaranteeing 
the alleviation of the problems of the young black 
people in America, The third proposal was that the party 
youth bein immediately to involve themselves in a struggle 
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on a very concrete level. The example of a new DuBois 

Club concentration in Harlem was given whereas until recently 
only one member existed in that club. However, LIGHTFOOT 

as well as everyone at the meeting agreed that the DuBois 
Clubs should. put allthe people and the resources 

it had available into the Harlem project around 

discrimination in building trade unions,draft resistance, 

and discrimination in the International “Ladies 'Garment Workers 
Union. 


The emphasis is or should... be (in all areas 
possible) on the day to day "Bread and Butter" issues 
that affect the daily lives of black people in 
the ghetto. The overwhelming emphasis will be on getting 
jobs for black people. Hopefully people will stay with 
the DuBois Clubs after they are in a fight to get jobs. 
In Chicago the proposal is to concentrate on 
discrimination in the building trades that are involved 
in the construction of the New Federal Building in 
the "Loop" area. ; 


According to LIGHTFOOT the idea should be that 
"confrontations" should be increased and if necessary, 
construction of the building should be stopped by whatever 
means are at the disposal of the people involved in 
the struggle. The members present agreed with this line 
of thought. 


The next topic on the agenda was the problem 
of "white ‘“chauvinism" in the Communist Party as well as 
in the "movement" in general. ZAGARELL as well as 
most of the Party members present agreed that the idea 
of racial superiority of whites does indeed exist in the 
Party as well as in the "movement". The immediate 
problem was how to bring about genuine black-white 
unity in both of these areas. ZAGARELL saw this problem 
as the biggest crisis in the "movement", today. And so 
the Youth Commission agreed to send out a memorandum 
to all districts and/or chapters of the youth urging 
them to discuss the problem. Not only should they discuss 
it they should take any and all appropriate steps to 
eliminate the racism that exists in the Party, the peace 
movement, and hopefully some of the reverse racism of 
certain black nationalist elements, 


-2- 
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In other words the youth commission is 
launching a national campaign against the forms 
of racial chauvinism that prevent the Party from 
promoting the idea of a "parallel" struggle of black and 
white revolutionaries. 


Finally before the meeting ended, ZAGARELL 
and the others went over a few proposals that when added 
to the others would form a series of guidelines for Party 
youth as well as DuBois Club youth in their actions. 


First, an article on the question of racism in 
the Party and the "movement" would be written to be 
sent around the country along with the aforementioned 
memo, 


Second, all Party youth should try to influence 
the people calling for a student strike by the Student 
Mobilization Committee to have a slogan and program 
dedicated to the ending of war, racism and colonialism. 
AL SILVERSTONE was told to write a short article on the 
possibilities of such a slogan as “we stand against 
war, racism and colonialism and for the Student 
Strike in the Spring of 1968", 


Third, BOBBY HEISLER's newly written article 
on the problem would be published. 


Fourth, ROQUE RISTORUCCI be LIGHTFOOT's 


‘permanent assistant on the project to have the anti-poverty 


bill placed before Congress. 


Fifth, the DuBois Clubs organizers around the 
Santey visiting Negro college campuses were to work toward 
bringing some of the best black people they can find to a 
school run by the DuBois Clubs. The school would try to 
indictrinate the young people in Marxism and Socialism 
through an intensive study of the life of Dr. DU BOIS.

: ' ZAGARELL chaired this meeting which was 
concerned primarily with building the circulation of 
"The Worker", He stated the general idea behind this 
drive to build circulation is simply that through 
increasing circulation the Party's position will naturally 
be read by a larger audience than ever before. Hopefully 
with a more professional approach to the new "Daily Worker", 
the paper will be a valuable took in"education, organization 
' and agitation" for the Communist Party. There will also 
be a most beneficial side effect. That is to say that 
when Party youth as well as adults begin to fight for 
increased circulation and the like, they hopefully 
will lose some of their timidity in fighting "The Worker" 
and the Party position. They will hopefully gain a 
new dignity in their work. 


Several specific proposals were brought up 
with respect to increasing the effectiveness of the 
new drive to promote the new "Daily Worker". ZAGARELL 
stated a memo from the Youth Commission will soon go 
out to all chapters on the necessity of building 
"The Worker" both old and new. WHEELER offered a proposal 
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to make the main emphasis on getting new readers in three 
areas, namely: people active in the "movement", on 
campuses through their book stores, newsstands in 
dormatories and in worker areas through the union halls, — 
factories, newsstands, _ : 


WHEELER felt also that "The Worker" should 
become more flexible in its policies. It should invite 
other people on the "left" to write articles expressing 
their views and ideas on certain things. It should not 
take such a rigid position in not even recognizing that 
many "new left" people take an anti-Soviet view. Finally 
"The Worker" should be developed into a paper in which the 
really important struggles against the administration 
can be exposed. This alsomeans a new willingness on 
the part of the reporters to get into certain new stories 
that they passed up before. In short, it has to be 
professionally done. 


KIRK suggested that it is very necessary that 
all Party youth should get a subscription to "The Worker" 
which should also be done by DuBois Club members. 


The above suggestions were generally accepted 


by the Commission, however, BURTE took exception to the 


suggestion that "The Worker" change its position on 
certain issues in order to please "new left" readers and 
in particular that. which would tolerate an anti- Soviet

LIGHTFOOT lead this meeting; the main topic 
of discussion was a new recruitment drive to obtain 
1,000 new members into the Communist Party by the time the 
Communist Party Convention is convened in 1968, The 
main emphasis in the new recruiting campaign is to be 
on working class youth, both Negro and white youths. 


Everyone agreed that in this program in order 
to achieve any sort of success, there must be a lessening 
of the standards once set for membership. There must 
also be a new flexibility in Party positions toward 
militancy. LIGHTFOOT also stated there should be an 
emphasis on tactically sound action and correct ideological 
principles in DuBois and Party actions in order to show 
the rest of America that the Party is''Serious" about its 
work. In order to help promote this image the Party 
must become more efficient in all areas and more serious 
as well as more "open" in its actions and memberships. 
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According to LIGHTFOOT the Party and DuBois 
should begin to initiate actions on their own as opposed 
to always looking for union with other organizations. 
Party people should also place first priority on the 
recruitment of black youth with the DuBois Clubs 
as the prime mover in this area. Memos, position papers 
as well as a special new emphasis on recruiting will 
help promote the progran.

As the committee had agreed to only discuss concrete 
things about building the April strike, they discussed only 
matters concerning appointments to make contacts, make speeches 
or give talks and the like. Specifically, GERALD KIRK was asked _— 
to bring up the whole idea of a student strike at the next mee EINe: 
of the University of Chicago Black Student Alliance. He was 
also urged by LOU DISKIN, as well as others, to call a DuBois 
meeting at the University of Chicago to discuss the strike and 
the other things pertinent to the left movement--specifically, 
~DuBois Clubs. What the committee is hoping for is to be 

able to get the Black Student Alliances at the University of 
Chicago, University of Illinois, and Roosevelt University to 
support and help execute the April 26 action. If KIRK can be 
instrumental in seeing that these Black Alliances do this, then 
he will be, in effect, an important key to the whole strike. 

He will also, if he succeeds, be able to call on many other 
people to help him develop DuBois Clubs in Chicago, Illinois. 


TRA COHEN is mainly concerned with the group of people 
led by RENEE DAVIS that is planning the general action called, 


"Ten Days to Shake an Empire."' This action is the Chicago, 
Illinois, version of the student strike. The ten days of action 


are 
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will include the April 26 action. However, DAVIS has been 
having a lot of trouble lately from SDS chapters in Chicago 
that are dominated by the Progressive Labor Party (PLP). 
The PLP is opposed to the April 26 action and also hopes 

to gain control of all the SDS chapters in Chicago through: 
vicious personal as well as political attacks on DAVIS and 
GREG CALVERT of SDS. 


Thus, to solve the problems’ the reluctance of 
local SDS chapters poses, COHEN and DAVIS and CALVERT decided 
it best to set up "Ad Hoc Committees for a Student Strike" 
or "Ad Hoc Committees for Ten Days, etc." on Chicago college 
campuses, This way, they will avoid the battling within SDS 
that is almost sure to split up the organization and also br ing- 
ing in "new" people is almost assured by this approach. COHEN . 
is in charge of setting up such committees. 


Finally, there was a little discussion on the SACB 
hearings coming up on February 26 or 27. JOHN HERRERA, JOHN 
VAN ECYK, and ANDREA SHAPIRO want to have a broad based press 
conference on February 26 or 27 at which many organizations 
will condemn the hearings as an "attack on the entire left 
movement in America, not just the DuBois Clubs." To prepare 
for this, they, along with GERALD KIRK, have been given the 
responsibility of contacting the organizations to ask for organi- 
zational, financial or individual support.

Instead an 
emergency convention will be held in 1968 to ratify and adopt 
a final Party program and decide on a few more specifics 
in the areas of elections in the United States and the building 
of the Communist Party, USA. 


eng A In general both committees also agreed that the - 

“Communist Party should work to: support Communist Party 
candidates in the elections for 1968, any and all independents 
that are opposed to the policies of JOHNSON, and push for a 
third ticket to oppose JOHNSON and his opponent. The Party 
says such a third ticket might actually be an "alternative". 
Names mentioned were again M. L. KING and BENJAMIN SPOCK. 


Finally, in keeping with the spirit of the day GABOW 
urged everyone to think of how they might help independents 
win against the ''DALEY machine" in the upcoming battle for the 
Second Congressional District in Illinois. 


Specifically, the State Committee voted to be the 
initiators of an action to get 25 or so influential people 
to be the group working to introduce the idea of a third 
Presidential ticket to the State of Illinois. 
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As far as youth work only goes, COHEN and KIRK are 
both working on the Student Mobilization. COHEN told of 
Progressive Labor Party Youth influencing Chicago SDS chapters. 
The Progressive Labor people are supposedly urging non-support, 
not only of the National Student Mobilization, April 26 action, 
but of the SDS National Office. In short SDS nationally 
-is worried that the Progressive Labor people will take over. . 


; Thus COHEN and RENEE DAVIS and GREG. CALVERT 

decided that they should begin setting up "Ad Hoc Committees 

to build the April action" on. campuses. COHEN wants to 
concentrate on IIT campuses, whereas others want to concentrate 
on University of Chicago...-COHEN wants to use the "Ad Hoc 
Committees"! only whereas other Party members want to use Du Bois 
Clubs to help build the April strike. 


KIRK worked and is working on building support for 
the strike among block students around the city. He is getting 
virtually no support, however, from any other Party or Du Bois 
member. : 


One or two specific things such as calling a Du Bois 
meeting at the University of Chicago to discuss the "strike" 
were brought up. Also, BOBBY HEISLER, PHYLLIS KALB, and others, 
when they come to Chicago, will be asked to help the SDS

On the morning of January 30, 1968, a meeting of 
a group of functionaries of the Communist Party, USA (CP, 
USA), was held beginning at 10:00 a.m. at 2216 East 68th 
Street. It was held in the apartment of IRA COHEN. The 
subject for discussion at the meeting was a report on the 
Student Mobilization Convention and proposals for imple- 
mentation of the call to action that convention drafted. 


Those present were:

TED PEARSON 
LOU DISKIN: 
JACK KLING 
GERALD KIRK 
FRAN GABOW 


The convention was portrayed as a success for the 
student mobilization, DuBois Clubs, and the CP, USA. . Pro- 
gressive Labor Party, SDS at Chicago University, the Trotsky ites, 
and others were said to have lost. The Party members all agreed 
that the call to action drafted by the convention had to be 
-adopted and fought for. by all Party members so that the April 
26, 1968, student strike could be a reality. 


The Chicago comrades did feel as though they could 
be'a little more useful in the future but in general they 
were proud of their work. 


After PEARSON gave his report and COHEN and KIRK 
added their ideas, the chairman (KLING) asked the members 
to set up a committee. The committee's task would be to 
live with the problems of creating a student strike April 
26, 1968. The members of the committee will be responsible 
for all Party activities having to do with the strike. They 
set the committee's first meeting date for the following Sunday, 
February 4, 1968, 11:00 a.m., at 6900 Crandon, the apartment 
of FRAN GABOW.

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Chicago, Illinois 
February 10, 1968 


-. Beginning on the evening of Friday, January 26, 
1968, the Student Mobilization Committee's University of 
Chicago based conference was in session. The topics to 

be discussed involved almost the entire spectrum of issues 
confronting the anti-war movement today. The most important 
issue, however, for the entire conference as well as the 
movement was the question of whether or not to involve the 
issue of racism with opposition to the war. Eventually of 
course, the conference voted in favor of linking racism in 
America to the war in Vietnam. The reasoning being that the 
Same ruling groups that promote the war in Vietnam will try 
to stir up racism at home to take America's mind off the 
war. The second reason being that an increase in the amount 
of racism that is accepted as "healthy" will give JOHNSON an 
excuse to cut back the poverty programs and once again appeal 
-to his southern constituency as well as northern "backlash" 
areas, ; 


Speaking in chronological order however, the confe- 
rence began with registrations on the evening of the 26th 
and morning of the:27th. The opening plenary session began ~ 
with some 500-600 people in the University of Chicago's 
Rockefeller Memorial Chapel at 10:30 AM, January 27, 1968. 
The main speakers were ARTHUR KINOY, JARVIS TYNER, GREG 
MORRISON, and JEFF SEGAL. KINOY spoke of the upcoming 
attacks on the entire movement especially those against 
SNCC and "RAP" BROWN. He called for support of SNCC, the 
DuBois Clubs in their fight against the SACB and the Texas 
Southern University students standing trial for rioting. 
GREG MORRISON from the Texas Southern group called for 
support too. TYNER, the National Chairman of the W.E.B. 
DuBois. Clubs of America, called for support of the Clubs' 

'fight against the SACB hearings coming on February 26, 1968. 
He called for unity on the "left" because he saw the govern- 
ment in a coordinated effort to split and crush the "left" 
in America. The plenary ended at about 1:30 PM. It was 
followed by only two events, the DuBois Club caucus in 
Ida Noyes Hall (1212 East 59th) and lunch. 


JEFF SEGAL of SDS spoke in favor of support of the 


Oakland demonstrators arrested in the October 16-21 (1967) 
confrontations. 
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The DuBois Club caucus was attended by some 60. 
people. It was held in Room 213 of Ida Noyes Hall at. 
about 1:30 PM. PHYLLIS KALB and BOBBY HEISLER chaired 
the meeting. JARVIS TYNER, JOSE. STEVENS, GERALD KICK, 
and CAROLYN BLACK were all present. The main two issues 
discussed were how the DuBois Clubs were going to get 
enough support for a fight against racism and the war 
on an equal level, and an international student strike on 
April 21 or 26, 1968. BETTINA APTHEKER, MIKE ZAGARELL and 
JARVIS TYNER all gave some reasons that anyone believing 
these two things should happen, could give to those not so 
well convinced. It became obvious later that the. two DuBois 
positions were to be those not only of the DuBois Clubs but 
of all.the members of the National Black Anti-War, Anti-Draft 

' Union, (NBAWADU ) 


The DuBois Club caucus continued on discussion of 
ways. to develop support in the convention for the "strike" 
after the Black: members left in order to attend the Black 
caucus beginning at 2:00 PM, 


The Black caucus' first session began at 2:00 PM 
in the library, Ida Noyes Hall, 1212 East 59th. JOHN WILSON 
of SNCC chaired the meeting. The main. thing that came out 
of the first session was that the Black people there decided 
to work with the Student Mobilization only after they set up 
the National Black Anti-War, Anti-Draft Union. When the 
union was created, a list of local coordinators around the 
country was drawn up. The National Chairman of the new 
‘union is JOHN WILSON, SNCC, New York. The National Secretary 
is GWEN PATTON, New York, Student Mobilization Committee. 
The. union then went on to vote in favor of building political 
anti-war, anti-draft power bases in their specific geographi- 
cal areas around the country. 


The Black caucus then adjourned to be reconvened after 
dinner in the Social Science Building, Room 122. This second 
session of the caucus dealt mainly with problems of implementa-— 
tion of their plans for the Anti-War, Anti-Draft Union and the 
other proposal coming out of the first session. The second 
proposal being a call for an international student strike in 
solidarity with the people of the third world on April 26, 

1968. Both the proposal for the Draft Union and the strike 


ae 
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came from a Souieion of the DuBois members, SNCC people, 
and practically everyone in the caucus except the few 
Trotskyite Blacks in the caucus. The second session of 
the Black caucus adjourned after approximately 24 hours 
at about 9:00 PM, January 27, 1968. 


The second and last plenary session of the conven~ 
tion was held at the Chicago Coliseum, 1513 South Wabash, 
Chicago, Illinois. JAMES FOREMAN, a scheduled speaker from 
SNCC, did not appear. Instead, JOHN WILSON from SNCC was 
introduced as a speaker for the NBAWADU by KEN BAILEY, a 
co-worker and friend of his from New York DuBois and the 
New York State CP. JOHN WILSON began telling people about 
the union at about 11:00 AM. He finished rather quickly 
as it was basically an informational speech and no debate 
was allowed. The big question raised however was whether 
or not the entire conference would also call a strike for 
April 26. The problem being that the New Black Union called 
the strike on its own, was only concerned with building it 
among Blacks and would do it alone if need be. The CP 
and the DuBois members as well as JOHN WILSON and GWEN PATTON 
however, realized that for any kind of effective fight against 
racism the support of whites was necessary. The Party and the 
DuBois Clubs believed that whites must organize against 
racism in the white community and Blacks organizing against 
racism in the Black community. The position of the CP was 
also that the first step in a coordinated drive of blacks 
and whites against racism and the war was to have the 
Student Mobilization fight for a coordinated fight against 
‘racism and the war. 


Naturally, however, the body present at the plenary 
session had to vote on whether or not they should support the 
Black groups resolution and become an organization fighting 
racism and the war. Thus, at about 2:00 or so on the 27th 
when the proposal was made by BETTINA APTHEKER that: the SMC 
change its character, the fight on this issue became central 
to the whole convention. After an almost disgusting exhibi- 
tion of factionalism and backbiting, the position of the CP, 
the DuBois Clubs, and the Black Union prevailed. Thus, at 
about 4:00 o'clock the Student Mobilization Committee voted 
to call for a National Student. Strike on April 26, 1968, in 
conjunction with the National Student Strike called by the 
NBAWADU. The principal factions in this fight were as 
follows: ‘ 
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1) For the strike and the fight against racism: 


CP, USA, DuBois Clubs, Student Mobilization 
Continuations Committee (other than 
Trotskyite), Blacks (except Trotskyite), 
and various unaffiliated people. 


2) Against the fight against racism but for a 
strike by separate groups, i.e., one strike by whites and 
only paper support for Black struggles against racism: 


“All Trotskyite groupings. — Socialist 
Workers Party, Trotskyites, Youths | 
Against War and Facism, Young Socialist 
Alliance, 


3). Against the fight against racism by SMC 
and against a student strike: 


Most Students for a Democratic Society 
chapters especially those dominated by 
the ideas of the Progressive Labor 
Party. University of Chicago and 
Roosevelt University chapters are 
prime examples, 


As I said, eventually the position of the DCA 
and CP prevailed. This was mainly because the uncommitted 
people there were swayed by the better arguments of these 
groupings. 


Finally, after the vote, at which no more than 
300 people were present, the convention deteriorated to 
almost nothing. It had gone from its peak when BETTINA 
APTHEKER made her proposal as spokesman for the workshop 
on "war. and racism" to almost nothing after the vote to 
change the character of Student Mobilization. The only 
other questions of any consequence were those dealing with 
the makeup of the Continuations Committee of SMC. The 
factions other than those with a Trotskyite orientation 
will now try to change the makeup of the committee to some - 
thing other than Trotskyite. 
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This second plenary session ended on a tired, 
uninteresting discussion of some innocuous thing at about 
7:00 PM, January 27, 1968. 


The third and last plenary. session was actually 
a workshop composed of no more than 35 people. It was held 
in the Cloister Clubs, Ida Noyes Hall, 1212 East 59th, 
Chicago, Illinois, University of Chicago. PHYLLIS KALB. 
chaired it. Nothing was voted on. Nothing concrete was 
decided. It was concerned only with kicking around ideas 
about implementation of the strike proposal. The workshop 
began at about 11:00 AM and ended about 3:00 PM. KEN BAILEY 
from the DuBois Clubs was also present.

An organizing meeting was held on February 24, 
1968, for the "Daily World" at the Midland Hotel, 172 
West Adams Street, Chicago, Illinois. | 

TED PEARSON was Chairman of the meeting and there 
were approximately 75 persons in attendance. A petition 
was circulated which asked that the SACB not investigate 
the W. E. B. DuBois Club. 

JERRY KIRK, a Negro, stated that he wes: aie 
organizer of the demonstration which occurred when Vice- 
President HUBERT HUMPHREY recently visited at the University 
of Chicago. KIRK was very critical of the Administration 
in Washington, and condemned the United States role in 
South Viet Nam. He criticized the Chicago Police Department 
for arresting neniete of the Chicago Area Draft Resisters 
(CADRE) on narcotics charges. 

JIM WEST stated that he is a labor leader in the 
Communist Party and he urged support for tiie new communist 
daily newspaper. 

KARL WINTER also urged support of the new paper 


and charged that the United States Government is building 
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concentration camps for communists, new left members, 
liberals and the black power militants, WINTER indicated 
that he would support an acceptable third party peace 
candidate such as Dr. MARTIN LUTHER KING, or Dr. BENJAMIN 
SPOCK. |

On March 1, 1968, there was a Du Bois Club 
ralley held at the University of Chicago Campus in the 
Ida Noyes Hall at 59th and Woodlawn. Principal speakers 
at the rally were BOBBY HEISLER, CLARK KISSINGER 
and CARL BRADEN. It is believed by the writer that 
CARL BRADEN was used as a substitute for the scheduled 
principal speaker, Dr. HERBERT APTHEKER, 

The over-all theme of the speakers was the need 
for the peace movement and the dissenters to protect their 
right to dissent by aligning themselves with the Du Bois 
Club in their fight against the Subversive Activity Control 
Board, 

BOBBY HEISLER spoke with considerable emphasis 
on the Du Bois Club struggle and how the attack of the 


SACB against it was, in fact, an attack against the right to 


dissent. He pointed out a connection between the prosecution 


of the war in Vietnam and the Administration's handling of 
the domestic problems at home. He indicated that inherent 
in all of this as the prime mover of the tactics used in each 
the domestic and foreign policies of the Administration are 


the inequities created by racism, 
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CLARK KISSINGER indicated the loss of time 
wasted in the defense against the SACB and other forms 
of repression and emphasized the need to get about the 
business of organizing by the grass roots level to 
develop a base of power. The central theme seemed to be 
that instead of expending the energy of the people in the 
defensive tactic, energy should be expressed in the offense 
in terms of grass roots organization. 

CARL BRADEN gave a very effective appraisal 
of his own struggles in the realm of organizing on the grass 
roots level in terms of organizing the organized in the South. 
He continually pointed out the need and the necessity for 
the coalition of the black and the white working class in 
order to effect any kind of meaningful change in their 
immediate lives. He repeatedly pointed to the number of 
times he had been incarcerated for sedition, never failing 
to indicate that at one time he was incarcerated for sedition 


for selling a home to a black man and several years later 


‘he was incarcerated for the same offense by organizing 


for whites. His point was that in both cases he had 
antagonized the powers of the establishment and, therefore, 
the tactic of the establishment was to isolate him and to 


put him out of action.

A rally was held on the above date called by the 
press committee of the Communist Party (CP), at the Midland 
Hotel, Adams::and Wells Street. 


The purpose of this rally was to launch the new 
daily paper, ''The New World". The first issue will be on 
sale to the public May 1, 1968. TED PEARSON, chairman of the 
Press Committee, chaired the meeting. He told the necessity 
for publishing such a paper and introduced a correspondent 
named CAROL to speak in behalf of the New World. CAROL 
is from New York, has worked on ''The wWorker"', has much 
experience with writing. She emphasized the reasons for 
publishing this paper that news that should be gotten from 
the present daily papers never published such news. Some of 
the things she said should have been mentioned were: the 
three Negroes killed in Orange, South Carolina, some of the 
demonstrations showing police brutality to demonstrators who 
protested action against the fine Negro children attending 
the all white school. 


The strikes against Government projects who do not 
hire Negroes. CAROL and TED are sure that this paper will 
be a huge success and that all members of the CY should 
do much writing to keep people informed of the important 
issues concerning the proverty stricken among the Negro and 
white alike. 


Another person:who spoke was JERRY from the Du 
Bois Club. The hearings for the Du Bois Clubs will be held 
February 29 and all youths belonging to this club are concerned . 
that the Government should not interfere with their activities. 
JERRY also supported the previous speaker, CAROL, that the » 
'New World"is a much needed paper and can do much for the Negro 
youth in communicating. JERRY spoke of his activities at 
Chicago University and the many demonstrations against the war 
in Vietnam and his participation in the Black Caucus movement. 
The last speaker was CARL WINTER, editor of "The Worker" and 
will now be co-editor of the "iew World". 


It has been ten years, he said, that we have worked 


toward the publishing of this paper. It is much needed. 
Editors from the "New York Times" who sent a telegram 
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congratualting the Party in their effort to a successful . 
venture. CARL said many newspaper men were really concerned 
about the fact that while most papers are merging with other 
papers, the communists are publishing another paper completely 
separate from "The Worker", The question how can this be done? 
CARL repeats the other speakers Stating the necessity for 
launching such a paper that it means large contributions and 
the support of all members. The hope that eventually there 
will be a complete staff working. One obligation the members 
will have to the staff working on the paper is to get 
subscriptions. This means contacting people who work in 
factories and to the union meetings.

The main idea of the speeches given was that the 
repression of the Du Bois Clubs is only the first step ina 
general Government plan to suppress the "left" in America. 
The speakers all agreed that America is on the verge of 
becoming a fascist police state. They all agreed that the 
SACB hearings must be ridiculed and made to look ineffective, 
impotent, and foolish as well as unconstitutional. All of 
them except KISSINGER agreed that as much time as is 
mecessary must be spent on the defense of the Du Bois Clubs 
as well as other groups that can and will be subpoened. 
KISSINGER thought that since there really was no way to 
stop the SACB from branding the Du Bois Clubs communist 
then more time should be spent on offense such as building 
the student strike. 


CARL BRADEN, however, was the most interesting 
speaker by far. He spoke about everything from racist 
attacks on the students at Orangeburg to his stay at what 
is now the Allenwood Pennsylvania concentration camp. 


BOB HEISLER's speech was generally along the 
same lines as BRADEN's. HEISLER, however, emphasized the 
importance of realizing that the time to oppose the 
Gevernment's "policy of repression" is now before it 
begins to rack up success after success against the "left" 
in America. . 


The meeting ended at approximately 11:00 PM. 
I say meeting as the lack of enthusiasm shown by the 
audience both in response to speakers and requests for 
coutributions indicated to me that this was by no means 
a rally in the true sense of the word.

On the evening of February 25, 1968, a meeting, 
to support the formation of a new daily Marxist newspaper 
in America, was held. The meeting was called by the Press 
Committee of the Communist Party of Illinois. It was held 
in the Atlantic Hotel, 2nd floor. For this particular 
meeting featured speakers were: og 


CARL WINTER 
GERALD KIRK 
CAROL DAVIDOW 
JIM WEST 


TED PEARSON chaired the meeting that was attended 
by approximately 150 to 160 people. Ninety per cent of them 
were members of the Communist Party, USA, Illinois District. 


; The meeting consisted of the. giverbes and a 
collection of money for the new daily newspaper. , 


CAROL -DAVIDOW spoke about her happiness since 
her arrival in Chicago as well as the necessity for 
reaching greater numbers of people than ever before. She 
like most people working for ''The Worker" realize how much 
of a difference there is in the kind of news printed By 
"The Worker" and the establishment news. 


GERALD KIRK spoke on what he terms, "The Politics of 
Repression in America." He spoke of coming fascism in America. 
His speech was designed to impress upon the people there 
the terrifying implications of the Governments recent actions. 
He fouched upon everything from JOE WOODS "vigilante posse” 
to the concentration camps in America. All these things 
ag well as the SACB hearings on the DuBois Clubs were a part 
of the repression that the American people should learn 
about through a new Marxist daily newspaper. 


JIM WEST spoke about the support that organized 
labor will and must give to the paper, "and the struggle it 
represents." He was also aware of repression in America 
but he cautioned people to think of one thing. He told 
those present that the idea is to make the movement for 
Socialism in America large enough so that there will be go 
many people in the "camps" that those who are imprisoning 
those inside will be the real prisoners. 
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CARL WINTER gave a rather long talk on how the 
fact that a new daily newspaper can be built indicates that 
Socialism is wisning all over the world. He sees the 
Vietnamese revolutioa as entering a new and final stage. 
This stage is the one in which the Americans and the South 
Vietnamese Government will finally be beaten. The resultant 
loss in Vietnam will be a great boon to American Socialism. 


In the collection that came during JIM WEST's time 
at the podium several thousand dollars was collected from 
“party clubs," sympathetic groups and individuals. Some- 
where upwards of $9,000 was collected, although somewhere 
upwards of $40,000 was the quota for Illinois. 


The meeting ended at about 10:30 PM after beginning 


late at about 8:30 PM.

KLING stated that the MC CARTHY candidacy is of 
great significance and that considerable forces throughout 
the nation are rallying around MC CARTHY and supporting his 
primary campaign ay a number of states, ROBERT KENNEDY 's 
entrance into the Presidential primary has a ring of an. 
opportunist. He only entered the race after noticing the 
successes of MC CARTHY. MC CARTHY and KENNEDY still represent 
the establishment (power structure), which leaves open an 
opportunity for them to steal support from President JOUNSON 
if JOHNSON changes his policy regarding Viet Nam, We are 
aware that the campaign of President JOHNSON is gathering 
strength but we must bear in mind that he still is in a. 
powerful positionto change the war or drastically alter the 
present situation regarding issues confronting the-taae sess 
KLING stated that none of this alters the necessity to work 
for a third ticket, fo if the candidates finally are 


NIZON and JOHNSON, the people will need an alternativ. 
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There are 24 peace candidates running in the Illinois 
primaries. There are a number of Congressional Districts (CD) 
where there are peace candidates, which include the lst, 2nd, 
3rd, lith, 13th, 14th, and 24th CDs. In the lst CD there is 
SAMMY RAYNER, while in the 3rd CD there is GUS SAVAGE, In these 
two CDs the CP should make them areas of concentration, ISH 
FLORY already has beea assigned to work in the Ist and 3rd CDs 
until after the November eieceiene: In the 3rd CD there are 
three candidates, two whites and one Negro. There is an 
excellent opportunity to win in this race since 62 per cent 
of the voters in the 3rd CD are Negroes.

These papers will be open for general discussion 
in the first half of the Juné 15 conference i.e. from 9 to 
12 or 1:00 p.m. the conference will then break for lunch 
and will then reconvenge in the afternoon, around 1 or 2:00 
p.m. for workshops. The people from each club or grouping 
will be required to spread themselves throughout all the 
workshops so that everyone will eventually know exactly 
what went into the making of the statements and policy 
that came out of the workshops.

On May 19, 1968, a meeting of the State Committee, 
Illinois District, Communist Party, USA, was held in Room 
A, the Atlantic Hotel, in downtown Chicago, Illinois. : 
The meeting began roughly at 10: 30 a.m. and lasted until 
5:00 p.m. that day.

The meeting was opened with a general proposal 
made by DISKIN which was later adopted as a motion by the 
committee, The proposal made by DISKIN was essentially 
this. It was that the committee agree that during the 
time period between the scheduled June 22, 1968, Illinois 
State Party Convention and the April National Convention 
there should be a minimum of 75 people recruited into the 
Communist Party of Illinois. We should also, according to 
the proposal, try to recruit at least @ new members by 
June 22, 1968, 


DISKIN went on to talk about an important 
contradiction that exists with respect to the Illinois 
Party. That is, although our "mass work" is increasing 
our ability to be effective in all these areas is decreasing, 
as our “party building" efforts continue to be dismal failures. 
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The lack of effectiveness resulting from this contradiction 
manifests itself partially in the fact that the subscription 
drive for the paper is also doing very poorly. 


DISKIN and others went on to speak of the 
critical need to breath new life into the Illinois Party 
by fighting "relevancy", "visibility", and "effectiveness" in 
our “mass work.' DISKIN holds that we need not only a 
correct line but we need to demonstrate its correctness 
and the effectiveness of the Party through activity _ 
designed to sustain and initiate mass movements. There 
was general agreement too on the need to completely revamp 
our internal education processes as well as make an extra 
effort to educate: those not yet in the Party. As part 
of the result of this general agreement it was fairly 
well taken for granted that there will he new classes, 
intensive classes, started soon for new recruits and the . 
like. The emphasis will also be on "training" in the 
strategy and tactics of mass movements. This, of course, 
is in addition to regular classes in movements. 


Another point that was brought up by DISKIN 
that was generally agreed upon was the need for new club 
forms and new"concentration areas" for youth and others. 
There soon may be some sort of revamping of the North side, 
South side, and Industrial Clubs. 


DAVE CANTOR on the other hand brought home the 
idea that the Party desperately needs to re-examine its 
position with respect to the New Left. CANTOR believes 
it can be a chance for the education of all those involved, 
both Party and New Left. 


CANTOR contends the Party needs new aggressiveness 
and a consciousness::of the contributions that can be made 
Dy: the Party to the New Left and vice versa. 

It was generally agreed upon by all arose 
that the beginning made in this respect was good but that 
much more had to be done along these lines. 


a Lae 
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"ROZ" DURHAM then pointed out the critical 
need for the Party to begin trying to find people in the 
"middle" age group. That is to say,people who are neither 
teenagers nor people in their late 50's or early 60's. 
She contends that people in this age grouping, the "middle" 
people are very important and could make valuable contribu- 
tions to the Party if they were recruited. She said she 
had already started having meetings with people of this 
sort in the Hyde Park area. FRANCES GABOW on the other 
hand objected to this line of reasoning as she believes 
most of the people the DURHAMsS have in mind are the kind 
of person that was once in the Party and left it. FRANCES 
GABOW went on to say that some of these people are in fact 
"drop-outs" from the Party and this fact makes them ‘obviously 
so ideologically weak so as to be useless to the Party. 


The next and final major item, other than an 
announcement of the Party Youth Conference on: June 15, 
1968, was the discussion of the elections. 


JACK KLING and others gave what amounts to a 
rehash of Party line on the national elections. He and 
others also mentioned that the Party concentration in 
Chicago will still be the GUS SAVAGE and A, A. SAMMY RAYNER 
Campaign. The interesting part of the discussion of electoral 
politics had to do with the Party's relation ce the newly 
formed Place and Freedom Party. © 


JACK KLING and MARJORIE KINSELLA as well as 
ISHMAEL FLOREY all want to run as independent, Communist, 
candidates in the elections in Illinois. KLING wants to 
run without the support of the Peace and Freedom Party but 
KINSELLA and ELORY. want to run as Peace and Freedom Party 
candidates as Communists. They hope to convince the people 
in the Peace and Freedom Party in Chicago to let them run 
as candidates. 


The other items discussed at the meeting were 
much less significant and so I won't bother to mention them. 


The meeting was adjourned at approximately 


5:10 p.m.

‘demonstrations taking place at the Pentagon in Washington, D.C, 
during a massive confrontation with police and national guards- 
men at that place. There were also movies shown of demonstrations 
taking place during the National Democratic Convention in Chicago 
in August, 1968. The movies attempted to point out the brutality 
asserted.on demonstrators by the police during these disorders. 
There was also a movie of the garbage strike in New York City 
during the past year. 


ABBIE HOFFMAN of the Youth International Party from 
New York City was one of the speakers. He recalled his arrests 
in Chicago during the Democratic National Convention and cal led 
for a mobilization on January 20, 1969, in Washington, D.C.. for 
a massive protest demonstration that will coincide with the 
inauguration of the President. The demonstration is planned

ROBINETTE advised that he attended the meeting 
at Galion High School on January 14, 1971. He stated 
that KERK was introduced by LLOYD G. ROSS who he 
identified as the head of a local construction firm. 
ROBINETTE stated that KIRK furnished his audience with 
telephone number 312-431-1333 which he claimed was the 
number for the Chicago Office of the FBI and instructed 
anyone who had doubts about his having been an informant 
for the FBI to call this number for verification. He 
said that KIRK talked mostly about the infiltration of 
Communist doctrine in the United States, He said that 
KIRK immediately made it clear to the group that he 
would allow no demonstration. He report that KIRK elab- 
orated on his background as an undercover operative: for 
the FBI, telling about how he had come from the south 
side of Chicago, a "melting pot" of students of all 
nationalities, and while attending college in Illinois, 
he called the FBI and volunteered to work with the 
Bureau. KIRK then said that he began to infiltrate many 
organizations such as the Students for Democratic Society 
and Black Student Alliance. He told of how he went 
deeper and deeper into the Communist conspiracy and was 
sent to upstate New York to a training camp.for par- 
ticipants from all over the country. He explained how 
the Communists have a habit of saying they are working in 
the interests of peace and accused some of this country's 
foundations of giving money to revolutionaries. He said 
that Communists already have plans to preclude elections 
in 1972 by creating as much violence as possible. ROBINETTE. 
said that KIRK claims to now be a member of the John Birch 
Society. He noted that during the pledge of allegiance, 
one student failed to stand and KIRK criticized this 
student for not saying the pledge.
